oe cecw)) HE following authentick Relation of a late 

meas Treaty between the Governor of Pen/ylva- 

nia and the Indians bordering on that Set- 

5 tlement, containing feveral memorable 

we} Matters relating to the Cuftoms and Man- 

ners of thofe People, and fhewing their natural Simpli- 
city, cannot but be acceptable to our Readers. 


Two Indian Treaties, the one held at Coneftogoe in May 

- 4728, and the other at Philadelphia in June following, 
between the Hon, Patrick Gordon, E/g; Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor of the Province of Penfylvania, and Counties of 
Newcaftle, Kent, and Suffex, upon Delaware ; and the 
Chiefs of the Coneftogoe, Delaware, Shawanefe, and 
Canawefe Indians. 


HE Governor having laft Fall acquainted the In- 

dians of Coneftogoe, by Mr. Wright, that he defign’d 
to vifit them, fo foon as their People were come Home 
out of the Woods in the Spring, received an Account 
about three Weeks fince from Mr. Wright, that Capt. Ci- 
vility, the Chief of thofe Indians, with his People, were 
returned : Whereupon the Governor difpatch’d an Ex- 
prefs to acquaint the Indians, that he would meet them 
about the 23d of May Inftant, at Coneftogoe, where he de- 
fired that the Chiefs of all the Indians might be pre- 
fent, and that Capt, Civility Te difpatch Meffenger 
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t> Saffoonan, Opekaffet, and Manawkyhickon, Chiefs of the 
Delawares, who live up the River Sa/quehannah, to be 
there. 

Purfuant to this Appointment, the Governor, attend. 
ed with fome Members of the Council, anddivers other 
Gentlemen, to the Number of ebout Thirty, who volun- 
tarily offered theic Company thither, fet out from Phi- 
ladelphia on the 22d of May, and on the 23d in the E- 
vening, cameto the Houfe of Mr. Andrew Cornifh, a- 
bout a Mile diflant from the Indian Town. The 24th 
and 25th Days were fpent in waiting for fome other Per- 
fons expefted at the Treaty, and in mutual Civilities, 
and on the 26th the Treaty began as follows : 





At a Council held at the Indian Town of Coneftogoe, 
May 26, 1728. 
PRESENT, 
The Hon. Patrick Gordon, E/q; Lieutenant Governor, fome 
Members of Council, and divers other Gentlemen. 
PRESENT ALSO,

dians. 

Oholykon, Peyeafhickon, Wikimikyona, Howickyoma, 
Chiefs of fome of the Delaware-Indians on Brandywine, 
Skayanannego, Onneyghiat, Nanamakamen, Peyhio- 
hinas, Chiefs of the Canawefe-Indians. 

Weyfow-walow, Keyfeykakalow, Nichtamskakow, Chiefs 
of the Shawanefe. 

Shakachtawlin, or Sam, Interpreter from the Englith into 
the Delaware, 

Gapt. Civility, Interpreter from the Delaware into the 
Shawanefe and Mingoe, alias Coneftogoe. 

Pomapechtoa, Interpreter from the Delaware into the Cae 
nawefe Language. 

Mr. Nicolas Scull, Mr. John Scull, Mr. Peter Bizallion, 
Afiftant Interpreters. 


The Governor fpoke as follows: 
My Friends and Brethren, 

YS U arefenfible, that the Great William Penn, the 
Father of this Country, when he firft brought his 
People with him over the broad Sea, took al] the Indi- 
ans, theold Inhabitants, by the Hand, and becaufe he 
found them to be a fincere honeft People, he took them 
to his Heart, and loved them as his own. He then 
made 
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made a ftrong League and Chain of Friendhhip with 
them, by which it was agreed, that the Indians and 
the Englifh, with all the Chriitians, fhould be as one 
People. 

’ Your Friend and Father William Penn, ftill retain’d a 
warm Affe&tion for all the Indians, and ttri€tly command- 
ed thofe whom he fent in his Place to govern this Peo- 
ple, to treat the Indians as his Children, and continued 
in this kind Love for them until his Death. 

His Sons have now fent me over in their Stead, and 
they gave me ftri& Charge to love all the Indians as 
their Brethren, and as their Father William Penn loved 
you. I would have feen you before this Time, but I 
fell Sick foon after I came over, and continued fo ’till 
the next Spring: I then waited to receive fome of 
the Five Nations, who came to fee me at Philadelphia ; 
and laft Fall I heard you were all gone out a Hunting, 

Tam now come to fee you, and to renew the ancient 
Friendfhip which has been between William Penn’s Peo- 
ple and you. I was in Hopes that Sa/Joonan and Opeka/- 
fet, with their People, would have been Jikewife here: 
They have fent me kind Meffages, and have a warm 
Love for the Chriftians. I believe they will come to 
me at Philadelphia, for fince they could not get hither, I 
have defired them to meet me there. 

Iam now to difcourfe with my Brethren the Cone/fo- 
goes, Delawares, Canawefe, and Shawanszfe Indians upon 
Sa/quehannah, and to fpeak in Love to them. 

My Brethren, 
, e- have been faithful to your Leagues with us ; 

your Hearts have been clean, and you have pre- 
ferved the Chain from Spots, or Ruft ; or if there were 
any, you have been careful to wipethem away: Your 
Leagues with your Father William Penn, and with his 
Governors, are in Writing on Record, that our Children 
and our Childrens Children, may have them in evere 
lafting Remembrance : And we know that you preferve 
the Memory of thefe Things amongft you, by telling 
them to your Children, and they again to the next Ge- 
neration, fo that they remain ftamp’d on your Minds 
never to be forgot. 

The chief Heads or ftrongeft Links of this Chain, I 
find are thefe nine, viz. 

I. That all William Penn’s People, or Chriftians, and 
all the Indians, fhould e Brethren, as the Children of one 
Father, jointed together as with one Heart, one Head, and 
sie Body. Tiz I, That 
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II. That all Paths fhould be open and free to both Chrie 
ftians and Indians. 

III. Tat the Doors of the Chriftians Hou/es fhould be 
open to the Indians, and the Houfes of the Indians open ta 
the Chriftians, and that they Mould make each other wel 
come as their Friends. 

IV. That the Chriftians fhould not believe any falfe Ru- 
mours or Reports of the Indians, nor the Indians believe 
any fuch Rumours or Reports of the Chriitians, but should 
firft came as Brethren, to enquire of eachother, And that 
doth Chriftians and Indians, when they hear any [uch falfe 
Reports of their Brethren, they fhould bury them as ina 
Sottomle/s Pit. 

V. That if the Chriftians hear any ill News, that may 
be to the Hurt of the Indians, or the Indians hear any fuck 
ill News, that may be to the Injury of the Chriflians, trey 
Should acquaint each other with it [peedily, as true Friends 
and Brethren. 

VI. That the Indians fhould do no Manner of Harm ta 
the Chriitians, nor to their Creatures 3 nor the Chriilians 
do any Hurt to the Indians, but each treat the other as 
their Brethren. 





VII. But as there are wicked People in all Nations, if 


either Indians or Chriftians jhould do any Harm to each 
other, Complaint should be made of it by the Perfons fuffirs 
ing, that Right may be doves and when Satisfattro. is made, 
the Injury or Wrong should be forgot, and be duried as ina 
bottomle/s Pit. 

VIL. That the Indians fhould in all Things affift the 
Chriftians, and the Chriftians affift the Indians, againft all 
wicked People that would difturd them ; 

IX. And loftly, That bots Chriftians and Indians fhould 
acquaint their Children with this League and firm Caain of. 
Friendfhip made between them, and that it should — 


Ze made ftronger and fironger, and be kept brizit and clean, 


without Ruff or Spot, between our Children and Childrens 
Giildren, while the Creeks and Rivers run, and while the 
Sun, Moon, and Stars endure. 

And for a Confirmation, on our Parts, of all thefe Ar- 
ticles, we bind them with thefe feveral Parcels of Goods, 
viZ,, 


20 Strowd Match Coats too wt. of Gunpowder 
20 Duffells 200 wt. of Lead 

20 Blankets 500 Flints 

20 Shirts 50 Knives,

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After delivering the Prefents, the Governor proceeded, 
and faid, 





My Brethren, 
1 Have now fpoke to the League and Chain of Friend- 
fhip, firft made by our Father William Penn, with 
your Fathers, which is confirm’d. I am now to acquaint 
you with an unhappy Accident which his athisted me, 
and all good People amongit us, and we lament and 
mourn with you on the heavy Misfortune. 

About forty Days ago we heard that the Twechtweyes 
were coming as Enemies againft this Country; I be- 
Jieve. it is falfe, for we never hurt the Twechtweyes : 
And about eighteen Days fince, I received an Exprefs 
from the Iron- Works at Mahanatawny, acquainting me, 
that eleven Foreign Indians, painted for War, and arm- 
ed with Guns, Piftols, and Swords, were come amongit 
our Inhabitants, plundering them, and taking away 
their Provifions by Force; whereupon fome of our Peo- 
ple, to the Number of Twenty Men, with Arms, went 
to fpesk to them civilly, but the Indians fired upon 
them, and wounded fome of them ; our Men likewife 
fired on the Indians, and wounded fome of them alfo 5 
but the Indians fired firft. It was very ill done to fire. 

As foon as I hid this Account, I took Horfe and went 
to Mahanatawny, with jeveral Gentlemen of Philadel- 
phia, but the Indians were gone off. I found our Peo- 
pie believed there were more coming, and therefore 

me Hundreds met together with their Arms, to defend 
themfelves in Cafe the Indians fhould attick them. 

As I was returning Home, I heard News that grieved 
me exceedingly ; I was told that two or three furious 
Men amongtft us, had killed three of our In/ian Friends, 
and hurt two Girls. I went back Mourning, and fent 
out Men to take the Murderers, who were accordingly 
taken, and they are now in Irons ina Dungeon, to be 
try’d by the Laws of the Great King of all the Enzii/h, 
as if they had killed fo many of his own Subjects. I 
likewife caufed Search to be made for the dead Bodies, 
and two Women were found murder’d, who by my Or- 
der were laid in a Grave, and covered with Shirts and 
Shrowds; I hear likewife that the dead Body of an Indian 
Man his been found, and is burv’d. 

You know there are wicked People amongft all Na- 
tions; there are ill People amongft you, and you are 
fometimes forced to put them to Death. The Englifh - 


are a great People, and there are likewife wicked Men 
: among 
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among them: I mourn for this Misfortune, and wil 
do «Ji I can to comfort the Relations of the Dead when 
I fee them, which I hope will be at Philadelphiz, with 
Sa fJoonar and Opekaffet. 

About eight Months ago, I received an Account, that 
an Englifhman was kill’d by fome Indians, at the Houfe 
of Foin Burt in Snake-Town; I heard “ohn Burt was 
very abufive to the Indians, and I fent to apprehend 
him, but he fled; if he can be taken, he will be pu- 
nifh’d. But fince there was a Man killd, we expe&t the 
Indians will do us Juftice, by apprehending the Mur- 
derers, that they may be punifh’d ; for we mutt be juft 
and faithful to each other, that this Spot may be wiped 
away, and the Chain be kept bright and clean. 

You know, mv Brethren, that one Link of the Chain 
s, that when the Indians are uneafy, they fhould tell it 
tous 5; and when we are uneafy, we will tell it to 
them ; I therefore defire your Hearts may be open, that 
T may know if you have any Caufe of Grief, which I 
will endeavour to remove, for I am your Brother. 

I have iffued a Proclamation, requiring all our Peo- 
ple to ufe you well, which fhall be read unto you before 
Ego away: It will prevent any Hurt being done to 
eur Friends the Indians, becaufe thofe who do not be- 
have themfelves agreeable to what is therein command 
ed, will be feverely punifhed. 





At a Council held at the Indian Town of Coneftogoe, 
May 27, 1728. 
PRESENT, 

The Hon, Patrick Gordon, E/q; Lieutenant Governor. 
And the fame as before. 

Tawenna, in the Name and on the Behalf of all the In- 
dians prefent, [poke to the Governor, which was ren- 
dered into Engtith dy John Scull, Interpreter, and is 
as follows : 


(.. Ear my Brethren of Philadelphia, the Coneftoe 
goe Indians, the Shawanefe, the Canawefe, and Dela- 
wares, have fomewhat to fay, which they will fpeak 
prefently. 
' They fay, they look upon the Governor as if William 
Penn himfelf was prefent. They are four Nations, and 
amongft them there are feveral foolifh People, as if they 
were juft fprung from the Earth: But that fince their 
firft Friendhhip with William Penn, they never have 
received 
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received any Wrong or Injury from him, or any of his 
People. 

That feveral foolifh People among them commit Fol- 
lies and Indifcretions, but they hope thefe will never 
interrupt the Friendfhip which is between their Peo- 
ple and us, for that they and all William Penn’s People 
are asone People, that eat as it were with one Mouth, 
and are one Body, and one Heart. 

Then prefenting a Belt of Wampum of eight Rows, 
they fay, 

They would not have the Governor grieve too mucts 
for the rafh inconfiderate Aétions that of late have been 
committed ; they muft be buried and forgot ; for that 
what has happen’d was done by their Friends; if it 
had been done by their Enemies they would have ree 
fented it, but that we and they are one: That they 
have always met with Juftice and Kindnefs from Wi- 
liam Penn, and from all the Governors whom he has 
fent here, and thus do all the Indians of Coneftogoe, De« 
laware, the Shawanefe and Canawefe fay. 

That they are extreamly glad and fatisfied with what 
the Governor faid to them Yefterday ; it greatly re- 
joiced their Hearts; that they had no fuch Speech 
made to them, fince the Time that the great William 
Penn was amongft them: All was good, and nothing 
was amifs. 

Then prefenting four Strings of Wampum, they fay, 

They will vifit the Governor at Philadelphia after 
the Harveft is over, and then they will fpeak fully te 
him as their Brother and Friend, for the Coneftogoes, De- 
- lawares, Shawanefe and Canawefe will then come to him, 

and he may look up the Coneffogoe Road and expe&t 
them. 

That what happen’d at John Burt’s Houfe was not 
done by them ; it was done by one of the Menyfincks, 
who areof another Nation, and therefore they can fay 
nothing to it. 








After this Anfwer of the Indians, fome of the Gen- 
tlemen prefent moved the Governor, that feeing there 
‘was a numerous Company of our Inhabitants met toge- 
ther, he would be pleafed to prefs the Indians to declare 
to him, if they fuffered any Grievance or Hardthip 
from this Government, becaufe feveral Reports had 
been induftrioufly fpread abroad, as if they had fome 
juft Caufe of Complaint. And the Governor rat 

< order’d 
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order’d the Interpreters to acquaint them herewith, they 
all anfwer’d, That they had no Caufe of Complaint 3 
that William Penn and his People had itill treated them 
well, and they had no Uneajinefs. 

The Governor then told them, that he was well 
pleafed with what they had fiid unto him; and that 
fince the Indian who killed the Eng’i/hman at Burt’s Houfe 
is not of their Nation, he would demand Juttice from 
that Nation to which he belonged. 

The Proclamation was then interpreted unto them, 
which feemed to pleafe them very much. 

Then the Governor having order’d fome Rum, Bread, 
Tobacco and Pipes to be deliver’d to them, and like- 
wife one {trow’d Matchcoat and one Shirt to Civility, 
one other ftrow’d Matchcoat and Shirt to Shakachtawlin 
or Sam, and one Shirt to Pomapechtoa the three Indian 
Interpreters, he took all the Indian Chiefs by the Hand, 
and defired them, that when they return’d Home, they 
fhould acquaint all their People with what had now 
paffed between them and us, that the Remembrance 
thereof might endure for ever. 





At a Council held at Philadelphia, June 4, 1728. 
PRESENT,

The Governor fpoke as follows: 
My Friend and Brother, Saffoonan or Allumapees, 


T as glad f9ifee you at my Houfe laft Year, and 
am now to gneect you with your Relations, 


being always pleafed*to fee the fober and good People 
amongtt the Indians, as my Friends and Brethren. om 
cn 
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When your great Father William Penn’s Children fent 
me hither, they commanded me to love and be kind to 
the Indians, as their Brethren ; and therefore I intended, 
foon after I crofied the great Sea and came hither, to 
have feen the Chiefs of all our Indians together, but 
was prevented by Sicknefs and Bufinefs. This Spring 
I propofed to meet them all at Coneffogoc ; and when I 
heard that Civility and the People of that Place were re- 
turned Home, I appointed a Meeting; at which I de- 
fired the other Chiefs might be prefent, that we might 
all together, as Friends and Brethren, renew and fireng- 
then the Chain of Friendfhip, which your Father Wil- 
liam Penn made with all the Indians of this Province, 
that it may be kept bright for ever. 

About ten Days fince I met the Indians of Coneftogoe, 
the Shawancfe, the Canawefe, and divers of the Dela- 
wares, at Coneflogoe Town : We then opened our Hearts ; 
we {poke as Brethren and Friends; we brighten’d the 
Chain, and made it ftrong, that it might laf and con- 
tinue frm, while the Sun and Moon endure. 

I am forry that my Brother Sa/foonan had not Notice 
early enough to be there with his People; but I fuy 
again, I am glad to fee you now here. 

We then went over all the Heads, the ftrong Links of 
the Chain made between your Father William Penn and 
the Indians ; we keep them in Writing, that they may 
be had in everlafting Remembrance: The Indians alfo 
keep them in their Memory and in their Hearts: They 
tell them to their Children, and thefe tell them again 
to their Children, that from Generation to Generation 
they may be remembered for ever. Thefe are the chief 
Points of thofe Treaties that were firft made by William 
Penn with your Fathers, and have fince from Time to 
Time been confirm’d. 

Here the Nine Heads or Links, mention’din the pre- 

ceding Treaty, were repeated. 

And for a Confirmation, on our Parts, of al] thofe Ar- 
ticles, we bind them with the following Goods,

My Friends and Brethren, 

Have now fpoke to the League and Chain of Friend- 

fhip firft made by your Father William Penn with 
your Fathers; you have kept it well; your Hearts 
have been clean and clear from Spot; or if there were 
any, you have wipedit foon away. William Penn’s Chil- 
dren and People have alfo kept the League, Every Go- 
vernor who was here in William Penn’s Place,’ has been 
kind to them, and all good Chriftians have loved them. 
But great Numbers now come in amongft us, there are 
fome bad People amongft all Nations, and there are 
fome amongit us who love Lying, and to commit Wick- 
ednefs. Thefe are not fuch good People as William Penn 
brought over with him ; they are loofe and idle. The 
Children of your Father William Penn, the Governor, 
and alJl in the Government, will always love every good 
and fober Indian, as their Brethren and Friends. 

You have heard, my Brethren, that fome Shawane/fe, 
about twenty Days ago, came from about Pechoquealin, 
armed with Guns, Piftols and Swords, and painted for 
War: they fell in among fome of our Inhabitants, and 
behaved themfelves foolifhly. Our People thought them 
firange Indians, and Enemies, and believed there were 
much greater Numbers behind in the Woods: They 
met together with Arms to defend themfelves. But I 
now mourn with you the unhappy Accident that fol- 
Jowed by the Madnefs of thefe furious wicked Men, 
who could fo inhumanly deftroy our good Friends, and 
their quiet peaceable Neighbours. The firft News of it 
wounded me deeply: I was then returning to Philadel- 
phia, but I went back again: I ordered the Murderers 
to be apprehended, and the Bodies of our dead Friends 
to be fought for; my Officers, with many People, 
found two, and bury’d them, covering their Bodies with 
Shirts and Strowds, which I fent for that Purpofe. The 
Criminals are nowin Dungeons, with Iron Chains on 
them, and they are to betry’d in about fourteen Days 
at Chefter, by the Laws of our great King, in the fame 
-Manner as if they had kill’d any of his Subjeéts, and 
eur own People; for by our Leagues of Friendfhip, we 
and the Indians are as one, and we make no Difference, 
He that kills of hurts an Indian, kills or hurts our Bro- 
ther; we feel it as done to one of ourfelves, and muft 
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unifh it accordingly. We mourn with the Relations, 
all good People mourn with them, and we now give 
thefe few Things, viz. three Strowds, three Blankets, 
three Duffels, and three Shirts, to cover the dead Bodies 
again, and thefe fix Handkerchiefs to wipe away their 
Tears. We give them not as the Price of Blood, or to 
make Satisfaction for the Death of our Friends; Juttice 
muft be done according to our Law, and we give thefe 
only as a Mark of our Grief, that the Relations may 
be the more eafy in their Minds, that they may know 
we grieve with them, and that they may be com- 
forted. 

My Friends and Brethren, 

You now fee we carefully obferve our Treaties on our 
Parts; but you are to confider this Country is full of 
People ; we have many weak, and fome wicked People 
amongft us, thefe laft muft be punifhed by the Law. 
The Indians have fometimes wicked People amongtt 
them, and they put them to Death: This is the utmoft 
that can be done. But the Hearts of all good People 
among the Ghriftians, and among you the Indians, will 
always be true; we fhall always love one another ; our 
Leagues are to continue to all Generations. 

The Governor then taking the Indians by the Hand, 
difmiffed them for this Time, and they appointed to 
meet the Governor again in the Morning to return their 
Anfwer. 





At a Council held at Philadelphia, in the Great Meeting- 
Houfe, June 5, 1728. 
PRESENT, 

The Hon, Patrick Gordon, E/g; Lieutenant Governor, with 
the Members of Council defore-mentioned, and Andrew 
Hamilton, E/q; alfo Saffoonan, or Allummahpees, 
with the Indians, and a vaft Audience, that filled the 
Houfe and all its Galleries. 

Edw. Farmer, E/q; and Mr. John Scull, Interpreters. 

Allummahpees, or Saffoonan, in the Name of all the In- 
dians prefent, defired that his Brethren would hear him, 
for re is now to {peak to them, and faid, 


HAT he was glad to hear his Brother the Govere 
nor’s Words Yefterday, that gladen’d his Heart; he 

now returns Thanks for them, and for the Prefents 
which his Brethren had given them. He rejoices that 
Kk2 his 
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his Brethren and the Indians are now met together in 
his Houfe, and that this great Company is to hear him. 

He was glad to hear his great Friend and Father Wil- 
liam Penn fo much fpoke of Yefterday 5 we had always 
lived in Love, and hope all Things will be made up in 
Love ; his Heart is for Love and Peace, and he defires 
there may never be any Mifunderflanding between us. 

He is pleafed to fee fuch Care taken, that they may 
come and difcourfe freely with their Brethren ; they 
have young Children, and the Chriftians have many, 
there are many who now hears what pafles, and he de- 
fircs that it may be remembred for ever. 

As there are now great Numbers prefent, he defires 
they may all know, that the Chriftians and the Indians 
are to have but one Head, one Heart, and one Body; 
that he looks on them all as one People, and defires 
they mav always fo continue. 

That they have many among them who are as little 
Children, weak and hel plefs, and we fhould not, becaufe 
of Weaknefs, have any Mifunderftanding. 

When any Mifunderftanding arifes, or when any In- 
jury is done by the Indians to Chriftians, or by Chriftians 
to Indians, each fhould be heard, without any Diftur- 
bance, for they and we are one People. 

That there are ill People both amongft the Chriftians 
and Indians. He is well pleafed with what the Gover- 
nor faid Yefterday, in Relation to the Accidenr that 
has happen’d to the Indians; but it is his Defire, that 
no Mifunderftanding may arife on that Account. We 
muft unite in Love, all ill Things muft be done away 
and forgotten, for we are one People. 

That he has now faid what he purpofes to fpeak at 
this Time; but in two Months he defigns to return 
and fpeak more fully. 





SafJoonan was then told, that if they had any Thing 
at allon their Minds, it was now a proper Time to fpeak 
it, that it might be heard by all this Company. 

He thereupon call’d on Thomas Rutter, fen, to come 
and fit near him, and proceeded to fay, 


That he is glad of the Friendfhip and Agreement 
that fubfifts between the Indians and Chriftians 3 he will 
always endeavour to ftrengthen and increafe it ; he will 
make the Path between this Town and the Place where 
he lives, and as far as.the Mingoes, openand plain; he 
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will always keep it wide, and root owt and cut up eve- 
ry Bufh and Grub that may ftand in the Way, [to hin- 
der the Intercourfe of Love and Friendfhip between us, 
this is the Meaning of thefe Indian Exprefiions. | 

He adds, That he is now come, at the Governor’s 
Defire, on Account of the late unhappy Accident ; that 
he is pleafed to hear what has been faid of it, and that 
Juftice isto be done. When he comes again after Har- 
veft, it fhall then all be buried ; he himfelf will then 
cover it deep over with Earth, 


He then faid, He had fpoke what he had to fay to the 
Governor, and would now fpeak to ‘fames Logan. 





He faid, he was grown old, and was troubled to fee 
the Chriftians fettle on Lands that the Indians had never 
been paid for ; they had fettled on his Lands, for which 
he had never received any Thing. 

That he is now an old Man, and muft foon die; that 
his Children may wonder to fee all their Father’s Lands 
gone from them, without his receiving any Thing for 
them ; that the Ciriftians now make their Settlements 
very near them, and they fhall have no Place of their 
own left to live on. 

That this may occafion a Difference between their 
Children and us hereafter, and he would willingly pre- 
vent any Mifunderftanding that may happen. 


Mr. Logan applying to the Governor, craved Leave 
to anfwer the Indians, and he {poke to this Effett. 


That he had been no otherwife concern’d in the Lands 
of this Province, than as he was entrufted, with other 
Commiffioners, by the Proprietor, to manage his Affairs 
of Property in his Abfence. That their great Friend W7/- 
liam Penn had made it his conftant Rule, never to fuffer 
any Lands to be fettled by any of his People, until they 
were firftduly purchafed of the Indians; and his Com- 
miffioners, who aéted for him in his Abfence, had as care- 
fully ufed the fame Method: They never agreed to the 
Settlement of any Lands, ’till the Indians were duly fatis- 
fied forthem. But he faid, he judg’d it proper, in this 
Audience, to take Notice of our great Unhappinefs, in 
having too many amongft us, who take a Delight in di- 
fturbing the Peace of the Publick, by any Means in 
their Power; and amongft other Methods, they have en- 
deavour’d even to beget an Uneafinefs in the Indians 5 
but how little Reafon there was for any Complain 
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againft him, or the Commiffioners, he fhould now make 
ar. 

He faid, That SafJoonan, now prefent, with divers o« 
thers of the Indian Chiefs, about ten Years fince having 
aNotion, that they had not been fully paid for their 
Lands, came to Philadelphia to demand what was due 
tothem ; that the Bufinefs was heard in Council, and 
he then produced to thofe Indians a great Number of 
Deeds, by which their Anceftors had fully convey’d, 
and were as fully paid, for all their Lands from Duck- 
€reek to near the Forks of Delaware; and that the In- 
dians were then entirely fatisfy’d with what had been 
fhewn them ; and the Commiffioners, to put an End to 
all further Claims or Demands of that Kind, in Con- 
fideration of their Journey and Trouble, made thema 
Prefent, in the Proprietor’s Name and Behalf; upon 
which they agreed to fign an abfolute Releafe for all 
thofe Lands, andof all Demands whatfoever, upon Ac- 
count of the faid Purchafes. 

And exhibiting the faid Inftrument of Releafe, he de- 
fired it might be read, which was done in thefe Words: 


\ K TE Saffoonan, King of the Delaware Indians, and 

Pokehais, Metafhichay, Aiyamaikan, Pepawma- 
man, Ghetrypenceman, and Opekaffet, Chiefs of the faid 
Indians, do acknowledge, that we have feen and heard 
divers Deeds of Sale read unto us, under the Hands and 
Seals of the former Kings, and Chiefs of the Delaware 
Indians, our Anceftors and Predeceffors, who were 
Owners of Lands between Delaware and Sufquehannah 
Rivers, by which Deeds they have granted and con- 
veyed unto William Penn, Proprietor, and Governor in 
Chief of the Province of Penfilvania, and to his Heirs 
and Affigns, all and fingular their Lands, Iflands, Woods, 
and Waters, fituate between the faid two Rivers of De- 
laware and Sufquehannah, and had received full Satis- 
faftion for the fame. And we do further acknowledge, 
that we are fully content and fatisfied with the faid 
Grant. 

And whereas the Commiffioners or Agents of the 
faid William Penn have been pleafed, upon our Vifit to 
this Government, to beftow on us, as a free Gift, in the 
Name of the faid William Penn, thefe following Goods, 
viz. Two Guns, fix Strowd Water Coats, fix Blankets, 
fix Duffel Match Coats, and four Kettles: We there- 
fore, in Gratitude for the faid Prefent, as well in Con- 
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fideration of the feveral Grants made by eur Anceflors 
and Predeceffors, as of the faid feveral Goods herein 
before-mention’d, the Receipt whereof we do hereby 
acknowledge, do, by thefe Prefents, for us, our Heirs 
and Succeffors, grant, remife, releafe, and for ever 
quit-claim unto the faid William Penn, his Heirs and 
Affigns, all the faid Lands, fituate between the fuid two 
Rivers of Delaware and Sufquehannah, from Duck-Creck 
to the Mountains on this Side Lechay: And allour E- 
fate, Right, Title, Intereft, Property, Claim and De- 
mand whatfoever, in and to the fame, or any Part 
thereof; fo that neither we, nor any of us, nor any 
Perfon or Perfons in the Behalf of any of us, fhall or 
may hereafter lay any Claim to any of the faid Lands, 
or in any wife moleit the faid William Penn, his Heirs 
or Affigns, or any Perfon claiming by, from, or under 
him, them, or any of them, in the peaceable and quiet 
Enjoyment of the fame. 

-In Witnefs whereof, We have hereunto fet our Hands 
and Seals at Philadelphia, the 17th Day of September, 
in the Year of our Lord 1718.

This Deed being fully explained to the Indians in 
their own Language, Saffooxan, and Opekaffet, two of 


thofe who had executed it, being prefent, view'd their 
Marks, 
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Marks, and acknowledg’d that it was all true, and that 
they had been paid for all the Lands therein mention’d 5 
but Saffoonan faid the Lands beyond thefe Bounds had 
never been paid for; that thefe. reached no further than 
a few Miles beyond Oley, but that their Lands on Tul- 
pyhocken were feated by the Chriftians. 

Mr. Logan anfwer’d, That he underftood at the Time 
that Deed was drawn, and evet fince, that Lechaig Hills 
or Mountains ftretch’d away from a little below ‘Le- 
chaig, or the Forks of Delaware, to thofe Hills on Su/> 
quehannah that lie about ten Miles about Pextan. Mr. 
Farmer faid, thofe Hills paffed from Lechaig a few Miles 
above Oley, and reached no farther; and that Tulpy- 
hocken Lands lay beyond them. 

Mr. Logan proceeded to fay, That whether. thofe 
Lands of Tulpyhocken were within or without the Bounds 
mention’d in the Deed, he well knew, that the Indians 
fome few Years fince were feated on them, and that. he, 
with the other Commiffioners, of whom Richard Hill 
and Ifaac Norris, now prefent at the Board, were two, 
would never confent, that any Settlement fhould be 
made on Lands where the Indians are feated ; that thefe 
Lands were fettled wholly againft their Minds, and even 
without their Knowledge. 

Saffoonan faid, He could not himfelf believe the Ghri- 
fiians had fettled on them, ’till he came, and with his 
own Eyes faw the Houfes and Fields they had made 
there. 

Mr. Logan proceeded and faid, That he was fenfible 
the Palatines were fettled there, but as he obferved be- 
fore, it was without the Confent!or Knowledge of any 
of the Commiffioners ; and how they came thither, he 
fhould now make this Audience fenfible.,. He faid, that 
when he left his Houfe this Morming, \she did not ex- 
pect this Affair would now be mention’d; but hearing, 
after he came Abroad, that it.was intended, being un- 
able himfelf to walk, he had fent for one Paper which 
he could eafily dire&t to; that if he could have gone 
himfelf among his Papers, he could have produc’d fome 
Letters and Affidavits that would more fully explain 
the Matter;. but he hoped that what he had ‘there 
would be fufficient to make it clearly underftood. It 
was aPetition from thofe Palatines themfelves, dire&- 
ed to the late Governor Sir William Keith, and the Coun- 
cil, all wrote in the Hand of Patrick Baird; who was 
then Secretary to the Governor, and Clerk of the Coun- 

cil; 
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cil ; and who it was that drew it would appear by its 
Stile. The Petition was read in thefe Words: 





To his Excellency Sir William Keith, Bart. Gover- 
nor of Penfilvania, Gc. and the Honourable Coun- 
cil’; 

The Petition of us the Subfcribers, being Thirty-three Fa- 
milies in Number, at prefent inhabiting on Tulpahaca 
Creek, 


Humbly Sheweth, 


‘HAT your Petitioners, being Natives of Germany, 

about Fifteen Years ago, were, by the Great Good- 
nefs and Royal Bounty of her late Majetty Queen Anne, 
relieved from the Hardfhips which they then fuffered 
in Europe, and were tranfported into the Colony of 
New-York, where they fettled ; but their Families in« 
Creafing, and being, in that Government, confined to 
the fcanty Allowance of ten Acres of Land to each Fa- 
mily, whereon they could not well fubfift; your Pe- 
titioners, being informed of the kind Reception which 
their Gountrymen ufually meet with in the Province 
of Penfilvania; and hoping they might, with what Sub- 
ftance they had, acquire larger Settlements in that Pro- 
vince, did laft Year leave their Settlements in New- 
York Government, and came, with theit Families, into 
this Province ; where, upon their Arrival, they ap- 
ply’d themfelves unto his Excellency the Governor, 
who, of his great Goodnefs, permitted them to inhabit 
upon Tulpahaca Creek, (being the fartheft inhabited Part 
of the Province North-Weft from Philadelphia) en Condi- 
tion that they fhould make full Satisfattion to the Pro- 
prietor or his Agents, for fuch Lands as fhould be al- 
lotted them, when they were ready to receive the 
fame: And now your Petitioners underftanding that 
fome Gentlemen, Agents of the Proprietor, have am- 
ple Powers to difpofe of Lands in this Province, and 
we your Petitioners being willing and ready to pur- 
chafe, do humbly befeech your Excellency and Council 
to recommend us to the favourable Ufage of the Prose 
prietor’s Agents ; that upon our paying the ufual 
Prices for Lands at fuch Diftance from Philadelphia, 
we may have fufficient Rights and Titles made to us, 
for fuch Lands as we fhall have Occafion to buy, that our 


Children may have fome Settlement to depend on here- 
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alter 5 and that by your Authority we may be freed from 
the Demands of the Indians of that Part of the Coun- 
try, who pretend a Right thereto : And we humbly beg 
Leave to inform your Excellency and Council, that 
there are Fifty Families more, who, if they may be 
admitted upon the fame Conditions, are defirous to come 
and fettle with us. 

We hope for your favourable Anfwer to this our 
humble Kequeft, and, as in Duty bound, fhall ever 
pray, &.

Mr. Logan obferved upon this Petition, that by the 
whole Tenour of it, as well as the Writing, "twas very 
eafy to judge from what Hand it originally came. 
R is addreffed tohis Excellency the Governor Sir Wil- 
liam Keith, who (as they are made to fpeak) of his great 
Goodnefs, permitted them to inhabit on Tu!pahaca Creek. 
His Excellency is to recommend them to the Agents, 
that they may have fufficient Rights and Titles made 
to them, for fuch Lands as they fhould have Occafion to 
buy: And to him they apply alfo, that by his Autho- 
rity they might be freed from the Demands of the In- 
dians. It will therefore no longer remain a Queftion, 
(he faid) tho’ nothing more than this Petition were 
produced, by whofe Authority thofe Foreigners had been 
encouraged to invade thefe Lands, .to the manifeft Injury 
of the Proprietor, and to the great Abufe of the In- 
dians, who at that very Time were feated there, and 
had their Corn deftroyed by thofe People’s Creatures. 
And he now hoped, that fuch of this Audience as had 
been fo follicitous to have the Indians complain of ‘James 
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Logan, might goaway fatisfy’d. They had complained, 
and they. were anfwered. 

Then applying to the Indians, he defired, that tho’ 
thofe People had feated themfelves on Tulpahocken 
Lands, without the Commiffioners Leave or Confent, 
yet that they would not offer them any Violence, or 
injure them, but wait till fuch Time as that Matter 
could be adjufied.: 

Mr. Hamilton being at the Board, defired the Gover- 
nor’s Leave to fay a few Words, which he did to this 
Effect. 

It was not dificult (he fuid) to account for the In- 
dians mentioning at this Time the Affair of their Lands, 
confidering the Pains fome had taken to perfuade them 
they were wronged: That having accompany’d the 
Governor in his late Journey to Mahanatawny, with di- 
vers Perfons of as good Note as any of this City, on 
the News fent down to us of foreign Indians in that 
Neighbourhood; he had heard fome Things very pofi- 
tively advanc’d among the Inhabitants, concerning this 
Injuttice to the Indians, which as he could not then be- 
lieve to be true, he had withed to fee them fet in a 
true Light ; and as there were fome now prefent, who 
had been very free in talking to that Purpofe, he 
thought it would be moft proper for thefe Perfons, now 
in this Audience, to declare openly what they had to 
fay ; that if true, it may be known who are to bear 
the Blame, or if falfe, that they may be convinced of 
their Errors. 

Thomas Rutter, fen. who had been called on by Sa/- 
foonan, ftoed up, and deny’d he had ever utter’d any 
fuch Thing, as that the Indians had not been fatisfy’d 
for their Lands, &c. 

Mr. Logan further defired the Governor’s Permiflion 
to fpeak to another Point, which tho’ proper to be taken 
Notice of at this Treaty, yet he intended it (he faid) 
for the Sake of the Audience only. 

It was with the utmoft Aftonifhment (he faid) that 
he firft heard the Story he was about to mention, for he 
could fcarce believe it poflible, that any Man could be 
fo loft to all Senfe of Shame as to form it; but he had 
received fuch numerous Accounts, and from fuch credi- 
ble Perfons, of its being faid and fpread by many, that 
he could no longer forbear believing what he had fo 
repeatedly been affured of, 
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He was fenfible (he fuid) of our prefent Unhappi- 
nefs in having Divifions fomented amongft us. Great 
Pains were taken to infufe into the Minds of fuch as 
could be prevailed on, a Spirit of Contention and Fac- 
tion: To divide and confufe us, and by any Means to 
perplex the Government, has been the principal Aim 
of fome, the Initances of it are obvious, but whatever 
they may do amongft ourfelves, it is exceedingly wick- 
ed to carry their Endeavours amongft the poor innocent 
Indians, and to fpirit them up to Uneafinefs, by per- 
fuading them they are wrong’d in their Lands: Yet if 
any Thing can te worfe, it is that ridiculous, that 
thamelefs, but malicious Story, he rofe up to fpeak to, 
concerning himfelf, viz. That the Proprietor had fent 
him over a vaft Quantity of Indian Goods, Strowds, 
and he knew not what, fora Prefent to the Indians; all 
which they were pleafed to fay, he had converted to 
his own Ufe in Trade. This was a home Pufh againft 
him ; for, perfuade the Indians of this, and nothing can 
incenfe them more. That this, wild and wicked as it 
is, has been currently faid, many of thofe who now 
heard him fpeak, very well knew. It required indeed 
a vaft Stock of Affurance to fay it; but he was certain 
none would have fo much as to own it to himfelf : 
They muft deeply blufh, if it were poflible for fuch to 
blufh, to acknowledge it. It would have been a great 
Pleafure to him (he faid) to have receiv’d any Thing 
of that Kind, and he would gladly have apply’d it as 
intended ; but he had been fo far from making Advan- 
tages that Way, that his own Generofity to the Indians 
had coft him more than he could name. Their Malice 
who invented and fpread this Story is to be pity’d, but . 
even the Indians themfelves have more Senfe than to 
believe it. 

Mr. Hill, firtt Commiffioner of Property, delivered 
himfelf to this Purpofe : 

That it was ftipulated at the firft Settlement of this 
Province, between the Proprietor William Penn and the 
Indians, that they fhould fell no Lands to private Per- 
fons, or to any befides himfelf, or his Commiffioners : 
And afterwards a Law was enatted to the fame Purpofe, 
that all the Purchafes made of the Indians, by any other - 
than the Proprietor, or his Agents, fhould be entirely 
void, which Law is ftill in Force. The Proprietor’s 
Commiffioners in his Abfence, have ever been ftriftly 
careful to avoid granting any Lands that were not firit 
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duly purchafed of the Indians, nor would they ever fuf 
fer them to be put off from any Lands on which they 
were fettled, even where they had fully fold all their 
Right, "till they would voluntarily remove ; the Com- 
miffioners therefore would never have agreed to that 
Settlement of the Palatines on the Tulpyhocken Lands, 
for the Indians were then feated on them: But we fee 
by what Methods they were diflurb’\l; the Gentleman 
then at Helm, not only took upon him to order the Set- 
tlement of the Proprietor’s Lands, but fo fur to direct, 
even in thefe Affairs, that the Application mutt be 
made to him alfo, to be freed, by his Authority, from 
the Indians Demands. It fully appears therefore, where 
the fole Foundation of thefe Complaints lies, and how 
groundlefs ajl the Noife is, that has been made of the 
Commiffioners Patenting the Indians Lands. This can 
arife from no other than a mifchievous Defign to beget 
Animofities, and raife a Difaffe€tion in the Inhabitants : 
And, *tis probable, that it is witha view to poflefs the 
People with an Opinion, that all our Treaties with the 
Indians, with whom a Friendthip has been fo carefully 
cultivated from the Beginning, and of which we have 
reaped the happy Fruits, are only on Affairs of Pro- 
perty, and the Purchafe of Lands; and therefore that 
the Publick fhould bear no Part of the Charge. The 
contrary of this fully appears at this Time: And when 
the Proprietor, or his Commiffioners, have Occafion to 
treat with the Indians about thofe Affairs, the Publick 
has never been troubled with the Expence of it. 
The Governor then faid, 





My Friends and Brethren, 
E have now brighten’d the Chain, and ftrength- 
ned our League, and we are as one People; I 
have commanded all the Englifh, by a printed Procla- 
mation publifh’d thro’ all the Country, to be kind to 
the Indians, which you fhall hear read unto you, and 
interpreted. 


And the fame was accordingly interpreted unto them, 
with which they appear’d highly fatisfy’d. 

The Governor then enquir’d of them, if they had not 
heard that an Englifhman was kill’d laft Fall, by fome 
Indians at ‘John Burt’s Houfe in Snake-Town, and whe- 
ther thofe Indians belonged to them? To which they 
anfwer’d, That they had heardof it, but that it was 
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not done by any of their People ; it was done, they 
fay, by fome of the Menyfinck Indians. The Governor 
faid, He had received the like Anfwer at Coneftogoe from 
the Indians who met him there; but that he mutt have 
Juftice done upon the guilty Perfons, and fhould de- 
mand it from that Nation te which they belonged, that 
the Chain might be kept bright and clean, and every 
Spot be wiped away: And therefore defired to know 
where thofe of that Nation lived, and under what Head 
or Chief? To which they anfwer’d, That the Meny- 
Jincks live at the Forks of Sufquehannah, above Mechayo- 
my. and that their King’s Name is KindajJowa. 

The Governor then faid, What I have now further 
to defire of you is, that you would fend fome trufty 
People amongft the Neighbouring Indians 3 and, if you 
can, to the Five Nations, to acquaint them with what 
has paffed between us: And I give you thefe Shoes and 
Stockings (prefenting fix Pair of each) for the Ufe of 
thofe who are to Travel, that they may the better bear 
their Journey. I fhall alfo give you Bread, Pipes and 
Tobacco, with five Gallons of Rum, to comfort and 
fupport you in your Return Home. 

This the Indians readily engag’d to do, and thus the 
Treaty ended.

Mr. Logan having in the Treaty mention’d other Pa- 
pers he had in his Cuftody, to prove by what Means 
the Indians have been made uneafy about the Lands at 
Tul pyhocken, could publifh fome Letters that would give 
a great Light to that Affairs; but he chufes to decline 
it at prefent, and only to publith the following Depo- 
fition : 


The Information and Depofition of Godfrey Fidler, rela 
ting tohimfelf and others his Countrymen, their Settling 
on the Proprietor’s and other Lands, in this Province of 

Penfilvania, 


HEN Sir William Keith was at Albany in the 
Year 1722, the Palatines who were fettled in 
that Part of York Government, apply’d to him, by two 
Perfons, of themfelves appointed for that Purpofe, 
whofe Names were George Haine and » for En- 
couragement to them to remove from thence to Penjfil- 
vania. This Deponent faith, That the. faid George 
Haine, 
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Haine, and the other Perfon, whofe Name he does not 
now remember, after they had been with Sir William 
Keith, returned and told thofe of their Countrymen who 
fent them, that Sir William Keith had given Encourage- 
ment for 40 or 50 Families to remove from thence to 
fettle in Penjilvania: That they, to the Number of 16 
Families, did thereupon remove into this Province, 
fome of them making a Stop on Su/quehannah River, 
near Sauhatara, and the reft fat down at Tulpyhocken. 
Upen Information given Sir William Keith of their be- 
ing fettled in two Places, he fent them Orders to make 
their Settlement nearer together, that they might there- 
by give the lefs Uneafinefs to the Indians. 

This Deponent further faith, That fome Time before 
Sir William Keith c1me up to Albany, one of their Coun- 
trymen, named Haxs Lawyer, being at Philadelphia, ap- 
ply’d to Sir William Keith for a Tra& of Land for his 
Countrymen, the Palatines, to fettle. That Sir William 
did give the faid Hans Lawyer (as he told this Depo- 
nent) Leave to fearch for a convenient Tra& of Land 
in this Province for that Purpofe; and that the faid 
Hans Lawyer, upon his Return to Albany, did, upon the 
Encouragement given by Sir William Keith, take with 
him four of his Countrymen, and upon fearching in 
this Province, they found out the Place call’d Tulpy- 
hocken, where they, the Palatines, are now fettled.

MASSACHUSET’s BAY in New- 
England.’ 


N the 27th of Fuly laft, the Great and General 
O Court or Affembly of the Province of Ma/Jachu/et’s 
Bay in New England, voted the Sum of 14001. to be 
paid out of the Publick Treafury to his Excellency Go- 
vernor Burnet, for the current Year; as likewife the 
Sum of 300 J. to defray the Charge of his Journey from 
New-York, his former Government, to New-England : 
Of which they asquainted him by a Meflage, - ~ 

orm’ 
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form’d him, at the fame Time, * That altho’ they had 
© not fettled on him a ftated Salary, they doubted not 
© but that the fucceeding Aflembly would make him a 
© Jike ample and honourable Allowance.” But the Go- 
vernor, unfatisfy’d with this Meffage, fent down Mrs 
Secretary Willard, with an Anfwer, to both Houfes of 
the General Affembly, in the Words following, viz. 








Gentlemen of the Council and Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

Cannot avoid obferving to you, that the Refolve 

of the Houfe of Reprefentatives of the 27th, con- 
cerning a Sum to beallow’d to me out of the Treafury, 
which had Yefterday the Concurrence of the Council, 
is contrary to his Majefty’s Inftru&tion communicated to 
you, inafmuch as that Sum is allow’d partly to enable 
me to manage the publick Affairs of the Government, 
which Part of the Application of that Sum is the very 
Thing againft which the faid Inftruétion is levell’d 
for it recites, That inftead of a Salary, the Council and Al- 
fembly had, from Time to Time, made Governors fuch Al- 
lowances, and in fuch Proportions, as they themfelves have 
thought his Majefty’s Governors had deferved, in order 
thereby to make the faid Governors the more dependent upon 
them, which, by his Majefty, is term’d a Negle& of 
their Duty 5; and an immediate Compliance in fettling 
a Salary payable to the Governor, is made a Condition 
of his Royal Favour, and the contrary is declared a ma- 
nifeft Mark of undutiful Behaviour. 

For thefe Reafons, £ am difabled from confenting to 
the faid Refolve, that I may not draw his Majefty’s juft 
Difpleafure upon myfelf ; and, I hope, that when you 
have confider’d the whole Matter, with its Confe- 
quences, you will have the fame Thoughts with me.

To this Anfwer, the General Affembly made the following 
Replication. 


May it pleafe your Excellency, 

HE Council and Reprefentatives of this Province 
have taken into mature Confideration your Excel- 
lency’s Meffage of the 30th of uly, relating to the 
Allowance voted the 27th of laft Month, to be made to 

your Excellency: And thereunto make Anfwer. 
That as the Royal Charter granted us by King Wil- 
liam and Queen Mary, of Glorious Memory, has vefted 
in 
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in the General Court a Power to impofe and levy pro« 
portionable and reafonable Rates and Taxes, and to ap- 
ply.and difpofe of the fame, purfuant to the Rights and 
Privileges inherent in us, in common with other his 
Majefty’s Freeborn, Natural Subjects, which are in the 
faid Royal Grant particularly fo declared and afferted ; 
fo we can, with all Sincerity, affure you, of our Rea- 
dinefs to improve that Power, in providing for your 
Excellency fuch a Support as fhall be ample and ho- 
nourable. At the fame Time, we humbly apprehend, 
that his Majefty’s Service in the ncceflary Dcfence and 
Support of the Government, and the Prote¢tion and Pre- 
fervation of the Inhabitants, are the two great Ends pro- 
pofed in the Power granted to this Court, for the raifing 
‘Taxes as aforefaid, will be beft anfwered, without efta- 
blithing a. fixed Salary: And apprehending, that we 
cannot, in Faithfulnefs to the People of this Province, 
in any other Wav, provide for your Excellency’s Sup- 
port, we therefore earneftly pray your Excellency to 
accept the Grant now made, and herewith prefented; not 
doubting but that this and fucceeding Afiemblies will, 
at the ufual Times, chearfully afford a Support fuitable 
to the Dignity of your Excellency’s Perfon and Station.

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Gentlemen of the Council, and Houfe of Repre- 


fentatives, 

Have confider’d your Anfwer (deliver’d me this 
i Day) to my 'Meffage of the 30th of uly, and muft 
obferve to you, that the Right of Englifhmen can never 
intitle them to att in a wrong Manner; and therefore 
the Privilege in your Charter to raife Money for the 
Support of the Government, is therein exprefs’d to be 
by wholefome and reafonable Laws and Dire&tions, and 
confequently not by fuch as are hurtful to the Britifh 
Conftitution, and to the Ends of Government. 

A Support given in fuch a precarious Manner as has 
been ufual here, cannot poflibly be honourable, becaufe 
it implies no Sort of Confidence in the Government, 
and makes the Support of it depend vifibly on an entire 
Compliance with every thing demanded by the other 
Branches of the Legiflature; By this Means the Gover- 
nor mutt either be deprived of the undoubted Right of 
an Englifhman, which is to a&t according to his Judgment, 
or the Government muft remain without Support. 

I may appeal to the Confcience of fuch Gentlemen as 
have been concerned in the Publick Affairs here, whe- 
ther the Allowance for the Governor’s Salary has not 
been kept back, ’till other Bills of Moment have been 
confented to? And, whether it has not fometimes de- 
pended on the obtaining fuch Confent? Thefe Matters, 
which are well known, leave no Room to wonder Why 
his Majefty thinks this Method of fupporting the Go- 
vernors, a Defign to make them dependent on the Peo- 
ple: And as you have given me no Reafon at all againft 
this Opinion, I muft believe it is the real View intended 
to be purfu'd by fuch temporary Provifions. 

Iam therefore again obliged to declare to you, that 
I can never accept of a Grant of this Kind ; and fince 
you make fuch Profeffions of your own good Intentions, 
and are fo well perfwaded of thofe future Affemblies, 
you can have no juft Obje&tions againft making: thofe 
Purpofes effeftual, by fixing and fettling a Support for 
the Government,

Hereupon, 2 Committee was appointed to take this 
Meffage into Confideration, and report their Opinion of 
what. may be proper to be done thereon, 

Accordingly, the Committee of the Affembly made a 
Report, importing, in Subftance, That in Faithfulnefs 

to 
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to the People they reprefented, they can never come in- 
to any Aét for eftablifhing a Salary on the Governor for 
the Time being ; and therefore defired his Excellency 
to grant them Leave to rife. This Report being agreed 
to by the Houfe, on the 27th of Auguft, and fent 
to Governor Burnet, he anfwer’d in Subitance, That 
as it was his Majefty’s Inftruction to him to infitt 
on a Salary, he was refolved to continue them. To 
this the Houfe fent a Reply, intimating, That it was 
not any Exception to his Perfon or Adminiftration de- 
termined them againft affixing a Salary on him; but 
that, in Juftice to their Country, "twas not advifable to 

afs fuch an A& ; therefore defired Leave to retire to their 
Lcenl Homes, and that he would not keep them 
fitting, in order to compel them to betray the Truft re- 
pofed in them by their Principals. 





To which the Governor’s Anfwer was as follows: 


Gentlemen, 
Have already informed you, that my Duty to his 
Majefty will not permit me to agree to a Recefs ‘till 
his Initru&ion is comply’d with. I have given you my 
Reafons why I think fo, and I have anfwer’d al! your 
Objeftions ; I can only again affure you, that unlefs 
his Majefty’s Pleafure has its due Weight with you, 
your Defires will have very little with me.

This Difpute between the Governor and Houfe of 
Reprefentatives of New-England, in relation to Governor 
Burnet’s infifting on a ftated Salary, purfuant to his 
Majefty’s Inftruftions, was carry’d on very warmly, 
even to the reciprocal imputing Wit and Pleafantry 
to each other, inftead of folid and ferious Arguments; 
and many Meffages, Anfwers, and Replies, paffed on 
that Occafion. The laft Mefflage of his Excellency, 
which is dated Sept. 23, contains an ample Anfwer to 
a Reprefentation of that Affembly; from which we 
have taken the following Paragraphs, as giving the Caufe 
of the fuppofed Grievance on one Side, and the Reafons 
for the refufing of a Recefs on the other. 

Though you anfwer none of my Queftions, (fays his 
Excellency) but with another, yet I will not treat 
yours with the fame Negleét, or rather, I will thew, 
that I am not fo much afraid of anfwering your Que- 
ftions, as you are to attempt any Anfwer to mine.

Your Queftion is, Waether it has been cuftomary, that 
the Knights, BurgejJes, and other Freemen of the Land, 
should be told, that they are met to grant Money in fuch.a 
particular Way and Manner; and jo they fhould be kept 
*till they had done its and this in order to gain their 
Good-wili and Affent 2 

This is plainly intended as a Cafe parallel to my 
Proceedings, and therefore I fhall confider it in all its 
Parts. 

Firft, Whether Freemen. &c. fhould be told they were met 
to grant Money? I anfwer, The Crown always tells 
them fo. 

Secondly, In fuch a particular Way and Manner? I an- 
fwer, That if you mean the Ways and Means of raifing 
Money, the Crown leaves that to the Commons ; but if 
you mean the Purpofe to which it is to be granted, the 
Crown always tellsthem what it is, whether for an ho- 
nourable Support, the Defence of the Kingdom, carry- 
ing on War, or the like. 

Thirdly, And fo they fhould be kept till they had done it, 
The Crown never tald the Parliament fo, that I know of ; 
nor have [ told you any thing like this, as an Expee 
dient to get the Thing done. I have given a very 
different Reafon for not agreeing to a Recefs, altoge- 
ther for your own Sakes, left I flould thereby make 
your immediate Regard to his Majefty’s Pleafure impof- 
fible. And (p. 50.) I fay, It is for your own Sakes, as 
we'l as out of Duty to his Majefty: And that I may do 
nothing on my Part that may put it out of your Power to 
continue in your Duty to the deft of Kings. “And (p. 59.) 
That Ihad already informed you, that my Duty to his Ma- 
jefly will not permit me to agree to a Recefs, “till his 
Ieftvuftion is complyd with. That is to fay, for 
the Reafons already given, becaufe it would be 4 
Breach of my Duty to tie you down to a Breach of 
yours; and not to give you all the Time in my Power 
for Deliberation, though you fhould difregard your own 
Intereft and Duty at prefent, fo fur as to defire the con- 
rary. 

Fourthly, And this in order to gain their Good Will and 
Affext. My Condué in this, has, I think, been fuch, 
as to deferve your Good Will and Affent, for the Reafons 
juft now given, fince a Care of your Intereft, greater 
than you take of it yourfelves, muft be acknuwledged 
with Thanks, inftecd of Reproach, whenever you have 
tully dcligerated upon it. 
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After this, his Excellency accufes them of Shifting, 
Evafion, and Mifreprefentation, and declares, That "till 
he ices real and undifguifed Anfwers to his Arguments, 
he has a Right to think them Unan/werable. 

His Excellency concludes with taking Notice of an 
Offer by Way of Compromife, which the Affembly 
made him, in thefe Words: viz. 

As for your Offer, which you have now made, I fee 
no Difference between it and what I was obliged to de- 
cline before, butin the Sum ; that is to fay, That you 
would ftill give mea higher Reward for to take his Ma- 
jefty’s Difpleafure off from you, and lay it upon myfelf, 
which I am by no Means inclined to do. 

On the 25th of September, the Houfe ordered Mr. Wells, 
to go up witha Meffage to the Council Board, to enquire 
if they had anything lying before them, that is like to 
come down to the Houfe; which Meffage being an- 
{wered that the Board had no Bufinefs lying before them; 
they voted, 

That Mr. Whiting, Mr.Sayward, &c. do wait on his. 
Excellency the Governor, 10 defire, He would permit the 
Court to rife, inafmuch as there is nothing lying before them 
unpaffed on. Who returned, they had delivered their 
Mefflage, and his Excellency faid, He could not confent to 
it. Whereupon the Houfe on the 2d of Ostoder, voted, 
That Mr. Lewis, &c. wait on his Excellency the Go- 
vernor, with the following Meflage, viz. 





May it pleafe your Excellency, 

T HE Houfe of Reprefentatives have, with a Cau- 

tion becoming the Importance of the Subjeét, read 
over your Meflage of the 23d of September laft, and after 
a careful Examination into the feveral Branches thereof, 
with the Motives and Arguments advanced on your Part, 
to perfwade and convince the Houfe, that the Reafons 
given by them, for not coming inte a fixed Salary, are 
not well founded ;

FX Colonel Henry Worfley, Governor of his Majefty’s

Gentlemen of the Council and of the Afjembly, 
S this is the firft Affembly I have called, fince his 
Majefty’s peaceable and happy Acceflion to the 

Throne of his Royal Anceftors ; I cannot omit telling 
vou, That as we have a moft gracious and excellent - 
King, whofe great Wifdom and extraordinary Virtues 
render him the Admiration of Foreigners, as well as 
the Delight of his own People; and as his Royal Care 
extends not only to his Subje&ts in Europe, but even to 
thofe who refide in the moft diftant Parts of his Domi- 
nions ; we cannot be too zealous in demonftrating our 
Loyalty and Duty to his Majefty, and in inculcating 
the fame Principles amongft the People of this Ifland: 
The Bleffing is never enough to be valued, and there- 
fore can never be too gratefully acknowledg’d, and thofe 
oply who have fuch Principles, can expett my Coun- 
tenance and Favour.

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Gentlemen of the Affembly, 

I don’t doubt but that you will enter upon Publick

Mry it pleafe your Excellency, 

T is with Hearts filled with Zeal and humble Af- 

fe&tion to his Majefty’s moft Sacred Perfon and Go- 
vernment, that we, the Reprefentatives of his Majefty’s 
moft dutiful and loyal Subje&ts the Inhabitants of this 
Ifand, do acknowledge your Excellency’s Favour, in 
giving us this Opportunity of appearing in the firft 
Affembly under our moft Gracious Sovereign Lord King 
George II. 

We moft unfeignedly acknowledge the ineftimable 
Goodnefs of the Divine Providence, in fecuring to us 
the Succeffion of fo Heroic, fo Glorious, and fo Defer- 
vedly belov’d a Prince, to the Throne of his Royal Fa- 
ther, our late dear Sovereign Lord ; and fincerely cen- 
cur with your Excellency, that we cannot, on this hap- 
py Occafion, be too zealous in demonftrating our Loy- 
alty and Duty to fo Gracious and Pious a King, who 
alone can fecure Peace and Happinefs to Europe, and

ferve in: your Excellency’s Speech an Infinuation as if 
fome among us, or the People we reprefent, were want- 
ing in Principles founded on Loyalty and Duty to fo 
excellent a Monarch : Sure weare, a Charge of this 
Nature has no Foundation, will find Credit no where, 
nor fha!l fuch a Mifreprefentation have any other Effet 
on our Conduét, than to incite us, by a conftant perfe- 
vering in the fame Principles we have hitherto pro- 
fefs’d and atted by, ever full of Loyalty, Duty and 
Affeétion to his prefent Majeity, to fatisfy the World, 
that we have no ways deferved it; and that however 
wanting we may be in other Refpetts, we are not be- 
hind any of his Majefty’s Subjeéts in Loyalty, Duty, 
and Affection to him. 

We now beg Leave to affure your Excellency, that if 
we are not obfiruéted by Jong Adjournments and Proro- 
gations, we fhall chearfully enter on the Publick Bufi- 
nefs, and difpatch it with the utmoft Application. It 
is with Concern we are forced to appeal te the Minutes 
of the laft Affembly, for the Proof of the many unhap- 
py Confequences frequent Prorogations may be attended 
with, in refpe& to the Profperity and Welfare of this 
poor Ifland, by preventing the Reprefentative Body 
from even propofing any Advantages to Trade, or re- 
drefling any Grievances the People labour under. 

And as the ruinous Condition of the Forts, Batteries, 
and Fortifications, muft give the Inhabitants difmal Ap- 
prehentions of greater Calamities than they have yet felt, 
at a Time efpecially when our Enemies the Spaniards 
have taken our Ships in the Latitude: 

We cannot, may it pleafe your Excellency, but hum- 
bly reprefent to you, that unlefs effectual Methods may 
fpeedily be pointed out, and Provifion made for repair- 
ing them, we fhall, of all his Majefty’s Subjefts in the 
Colonics, be moft expofed to Ruin and Defolation. pa 
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And as it becomes us, from the Truft repofed in us 
by the People, not to conceal from your Excellency the 
true State of their Condition; we humbly take Leave 
farther to reprefent to your Excellency, that the large 
Tax which the Inhabitants have been obliged, fur feve- 
ral Years laft paft, to pay for your Excellency’s Ufe, the 
Payment whereof brings almoft the whole current Cath 
of this Ifland yearly into your Excellency’s Coffers, and 
thereby in great Meafure, flagnates Trade, and at the 
fame Time lowers the Value of all our Country Pro- 
duce, has fo reduced them, and drained the Ifland, that 
they cannot fupport the Load of any new Impofitions, 
the annual Excife excepted: And therefore, if that hea- 
vy Tax be continu’d, unlefs your Excellency will, for 
the Dignity of the Government, apply a reafonable Pro- 
portion thereof towards the Repair of the Forts, Bat- 
teries, and Fortifications, they muft, for fome Time at 
Jeaft, remain in the. wretched Condition they are now 
in, 

We affure you: Excellency, we fhall lofe no Time in 
pafing the Excife Bill recommended to us, nor fhall we 
be wanting to propofe all fuch other Bills, as in our 
humble Apprehenfions fhall tend tothe Publick Peace, 
Welfare, and good Government of the Ifland, with du- 
tiful Regard to the Honour and Dignity of the Crown.

JAMAICA. 


Extrait of a Letter from Jamaica, dated the 29th of 
July, 1728. 


UR Affembly is prorogued, having paffed feveral 
Bills, and given a Prefent of 6000 /. to the Go- 
vernor, the Leaders having refus’d to come into the 
fettling upon him an additional! Salary of 2500 /. during 
his Government, which was fettled on the Duke of Port- 
land. It was believed by many of the Affembly, that 
the Governor would not have accepted this Prefent, as 
being contrary to an Inftru&tion for a Governor to re- 
ceive any Prefent from Afflemblies. The Affembly have 
Jaid Duties both on the Importation and Exportation of 
Negroes 5 
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Negroes ; but have not fettled any other Revenue for 
the Support of his Majefty’s Government, than was pro- 
pofed by a former Revenue At perpetuating the Laws 
piled by the Duke of Portland, and rejefted by his late 
Majeity in Council. 

Famaica, Aug. 4. The Anne Galley, Capt. Fofepa 
Spackman, which was taken the 12th of ‘une off Cape 
Tiberon, by a Spanifh Privateer, as fhe was coming from 
Guinea with 254 Negroes for this Ifland, has been car- 
ry’d into St. Fago de Cuba, and there both Ship and Car- 
go wascondemn’d; the Spaniards declaring, they had 
no Orders from Spain to forbear cruizing on the Englifh, 
and therefore fhould continue Privateering. The Man 
of War which was fent from hence to demand Reftitution 
of her, and others which have been carry’d in there, is 
returned without Succefs, having received a very im- 
pertinent Anfwer from the Spanifh Governor. By a 
Sloop which is arrived from the Coafts of New Spain, 
we learn, that on the 27th of Sfune arrived at Carthagena 
from Cadiz, five Spanifh Menof War, under the Com- 
mand of Don Manuel Lopez. Pintado y Emendinuera, to 
join the other Men of War, and Convoy the Galleons to 
Porto-Bello, (where they are to take in their Treafure) 
and from thence to Cadiz. And by a Sloop arrived from 
Porto-Rello we learn, that the faid Men of War and Gal- 
Jeons (in all 21 Sail) were arrived there. 

Extra of a Letter from Jamaica dated the 5th of Au- 
guft 172%. The Spanifh Privateers have lately taken fe- 
veral Ships of London, Ge. bound to this Ifland, and 
carry’d them into St. ‘fago and other Spanifh Ports. The 
Commodore fent the Mary Galley to demand them, but 
the Anfwer he receiv’d from the Spani/h Governor was not 
only trifling, but infolent. Such Ufage we have been ac- 
cuftomed to for many Years, and have often complained 
of it to very little Purpofe, But furely, if this Ifand, 
or the Trade of it, be worth preferving, it will be 
thought high Time to puta Stop to thefe Pra&tices, and 
not fuffer his Majefty’s Subje&ts to be thus infulted and 
abufed. But I mutt own, I defpair of ever feeing it 
effe€iually done, unlefs the Governors of the Plantations 
are vefted with an Authority to grant Letters of Repri- 
fals. The French think fuch a Power neceffary, and to 
that alone we attribute the Tranquillity they enjoy in 
thefe Parts, while we only are expofed, and in the ut- 
moft Danger of being deprived of our Trade: For what

Dp. Barkeley’s Defign of fettling a College in Bermudas. 


HE Reverend Dr. Barkeley, Dean of Derry, who 
obtained a Patent of his late Majefty, to erest a 
College in Bermudas, like that in Dudlin, for InftruGion 
of Youth inall Manner of liberal Sciences and learned 
Arts, failed about the Middle of September lait for the 
Weft-Indies, in aShip of 250 Tons, which he hired. 
He took feveral Tradefmen and Artifts with him. Two 
Gentlemen of Fortune (‘ames and Dalton) are gone, 
with all their Effetts, to fettle in Bermudas. The Dean 
marry’d an agreeable young Lady about fix Weeks be- 
fore he fet Sail; the Lady’s Sifter is gone with them ; 
they had 4000 /. each to their Fortune, which they car- 
ry’d with them. Theycarry’d alfo Stores and Goods to 
a great Value: The Dean embark’d 20,000 Books, be- 
fides what the two Gentlemen carry’d. They fuil’d hence 
for Rhode-Ifland, where the Dean intends to Winter, and 
to purchafe an Eftate, in order to fettle a Correfpon- 
dence and Trade between that Ifland and Bermudas, par- 
ticularly for fupplying Bermudas with Black Cattle 
and Sheep. The Dean’s Grant of 2000/. on St. Chrifto- 
pher’s, is payable intwo Years Time, and the Dean has 
Oo a Yeat 
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a Yearand a half allow’d him afterwards, to confider 
whether he will ftick to his College in Bermudas, or re- 
turn to his Deanery of Derry.

Stockholm, Auguft 26. The Turkifh Aga, who has re- 
fided here for fome Time, had his Audience of Leave 
the r9th Inftant of their Swedifh Majefties. M. Lowe, 
Gentleman of the Bedchamber to his Majefty, and Secre- 
tary Soldan, went about Eleven in the Forenoon to the 
Aga’s Lodgings, with four of his Majefty’s Coaches, 
two of which were drawn by fix Horfes, and the other 
two by two Horfes each, and conduéted the Aga to 
Court in the following Manner. Firtt rode two of his 
Majefty’sGrooms, then follow’d the two Coaches with 
two Horfes, wherein fat fome of the Aga’s Retinue, 
together with Mr. Savary the Interpreter; then were 
Jed two of his Majefty’s Horfes ; afterward rode the 
Aga’s Marthal, follow’d by one of the Coaches and fix, 
wherein fat the Aga himfelfs over againft him fat the 
Gentleman of the Bedchamber M. Lowen, and Secretary 
Soldan; then follow’d the other Coach with fix Horfes. 
On the Sides of the Aga’s Coach went eight of his Ma- 
jefty’s Footmen, together with the Aga’s Servants, and 
two Pages ftood behind the Coachman. Upon the Plain 
before the Palace ftood a Battalion of the Royal Guards, 
ranged on both Sides up to the Palace Gate. On the 
Bridge leading to the Kidderholm was placed a Guard to 
keep off the Populace. Thofe in the two firft Coaches 
alighted at the Palace Gate, the Coach in which the 
Aga fate drove up to the Stairs in the Palace Yard, 
where the Officers of the Guard upon Duty faluted the 
Aga, At the Bottom of the Stairs in the Palace Yard 
the Aga was received (in the Abfence of the Matter of 
the Ceremonies) by the Gentleman of the Bedchamber 
and Introduétor Cronftrom ; but above, at the Entrance

fore him into the great Hall, where thofe Gentlemen 
ranging themfelves, the Aga and his Retinue paffed be- 
twcen them into the Room of Audience, where his Ma« 
jefty fate covered under a Canopy of States; their Ex- 
cellencies the Senators of the Kingdom ftood on each 
Side near his Majefty’s Chair, and feveral General Of- 
ficers, with other Perfonsof Diftinétion, were likewife 
in the Room of Audience, as well as in the other Hall 
through which the Aga paffed. When the Aga ap- 
proach’d his Majefty, he took his Leave by a fhort 
Speech, which was interpreted by the Interpreter Sa- 
wary. This Speech was anfwer’d, in his Majetty’s 
Name, by the Chancellor M. Von Kochen, which Anfwer 
was likewife interpreted to the Aga. Aftewards the 
Chancellor deliver’d his Majefty’s Letter to the Turkift 
Emperor, which the Aga receiv’d with great Refpeé, 
and return’d his Thanks in the Turki/h Language, which 
was again interpreted. Aiter the Audience of his Ma- 
jefty, the Aga was condufted to her Majefty the Queen, 
of whom he had likewife a gracious Audience of Leave, 
He then departed, and at guing out, was invited by 
the Marfhal of the Court, to partake of the Entertain- 
ment which the King had order’d to be prepared for 
him 3 and after Dinner he was prefented with Coffce, 
Perfumes, and Tobacco, and both before and after Din- 
ner Water was given him to wath himfelf with, accord- 
ing to the Turkifh Cuftom.

Van Grave had made him from on Board his Squadron. 





The principal Plenipotentiaries being gone from Soif- 


fons to Paris and Fontainbleau, we remain under the fame 
Uncertainty with regard to Peace or War. Thofe of 
the Eleétors of Bavaria and Palatine have been admitted 
to the Conferences, but not Count Ba/fewitz, Plenipo- 
tiary of the Duke of Holftein, to whom they conftantly 
refufe to grant the Title of Excellency, 

They write from Paris, that a printed Paper was 
publifh’d there, in the Name of the Yan/enifts, contain- 
ing a heavy Complaint againft the efuits and their 
Dofrine ; which Complaint they exhibited to the Con- 
grefs at Soiffins, and for that Purpofe fubjoin to it a 
Letter to the Plenipotentiaries, wherein the faid Fa- 
thers are treated but very fcurvily. Their Letter runs 
thus: 


Gentlemen, 

HE Complaint againft the Jefuits and their Do- 

Gtrine, lately drawn up, and fent by us to his E- 
minency the Cardinal de Fleury, and tothe Bifhops of 
France, might, at the fame Time, have been addrefs’d 
to all the Powers upon Earth, whether Ecclefiaftical or 
Secular, One needs only read it, to be convinced that 
they are all effentially concern’d. The happy Circum- 
ftance of your illuftrious Congrefs opens the Door to 
us, in Part at leaft, toexecute that Defign with all the 
Powers of Europe, by addrefling ourfelves, in your Per- 
fpns, to the Wife Minifters that reprefent them. 
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Be the different Affairs upon which you are met, of 
never fo great Importance ; yet we hope, Gentlemen, 
they will give Place to that we take the Freedom to lay 
before you, as foon as you have Jook’d a little more 
narrowly into it. Ours is not a particular Concern, 
that one Man may attack, and another defend, and fo 
make Parties and Divifions : [t is an Affair which mutt 
unite all the Crowned Heads as in the Center. 

It was the faying of one of the Ancients, Intere/t 
Reipublice cognofci malos, It is neceffary for the Publick 
Safety, that the Wicked be known. The ‘Ye/uits have 
many Yeurs ago acknowledg’d the Truth of this Ma- 
xim, and confented (it feems) to be try’d by this Rule, 
in Cafe it could be proved that it is applicable to 
them. 

Wherefore, we fix this Maxim with them, and with- 
out Fear of Contradiétion, give it on our Part, a new 
and more extenfive Power ; adding thereto, Gentlemen, 
It concerns the Church, and all the States, that the Enemies 
thereof be known. Now, without the Jeaft Fear of any 
weighty or regular Contradiétion on the Part of the Fe- 
fuits, we complain of them to you in this Paper, as 
being by Principle, by Propofition, by Prattice, by 
Conftitution, join’d together ‘by Peace-meal, the moft 
dangerous and moft ftubborn Enemies to God, to the 
Church, to all Potentates, and to aJl Laws both Divine 
and Human; to Empires, Kingdoms, and Republicks s 
to Human Society in itfelf, and in all its Parts ; and, in 
a Word, toall Men in general. 

This, Gentlemen, is the laft Accufation, which all 
Duties compel us to lay before you, againff a Society, 
which nothing hitherto has been able to keep within 
Bounds. And we dare bring them before you, asin the 
Name, fo affuredly by the Spirit of that pretended Op- 
pofite Party, which they have fo long ftigmatiz’d with 
the Name of Fan/enifts ; this being the only Set, againit 
whom they can trump up noCrime, except an indefa- 
tigable Zeal in fubduing their unruly Appetites, and 
an inviolable Allegiance to God, the Church, and their 
Sovereign. 

We muft therefore, Gentlemen, in Cafe what we al- 
ledge againft the Fe/uits be falfe, crouch under the 
Weight of our Accufation, before the Footftools of all 
the Thrones and all the Powers, which we do not fo 
much prefs at this Day for ourfelves, as for their In- 
tereft and'Glory, Or elfe, the Ye/wits mult ftoop under

the Weight of the Accufation we have brought againtt 
them, if what we fay be true. 

After fuch an Offer made on our Part, it remains for 
us only to wifh, Gentlemen, that you would read over 
the Writing we have the Honour to prefent to you, 
with that Attention it deferves, and as we expe from 
your Zeal. 





What Reception this Letter, and Complaint inclofed in 
it, has met with among the Plenipotentiaries at Soijons, 
is not yet known: But, in the mean Time, the Fe/uits, 
to be even wth the Fanfenifts, have induftriouily fpread 
thro’ all Europe, the following Brief of the Pope Bene- 
ditt XIII. which condemns, and prohibits the reading

entitled, The Confultation of the Advocates of the Purlia- 
ment of Paris, on the Subjett of the Fudgment given at Am-« 
brun againft the Bifhop of Senez, viz. 


it is lately come to our Apoftolick Cognizance, not 
without a very lively Sotrow, that certain Lay Per- 


fons, under a Pretence to defend Truth, and to fpeak. 


Peace to their Neighbour, but having, in reality, per- 
nicious Thoughts, in order to draw weak Minds into 
Error, have caufed very great Scandal to the Faithful, 
and pretending not only to controvert Doétrines the moft 
conformable to the Faith, but alfo to overthrow the 
Judgment of Ecclefiafticks; they, who are of the 
Flock, to guide and reprove the Paftors themfelves, have 
publifhed, without any Regard to their Salvation, a cer- 
tain Pamphlet in the French Tongue, without Date, 
and without the Place of Impreffion, or Name of Prin- 
ter, entitled, The Confultation of the Advocates of the 
Parliament of Paris, on the Subject of the Judgment given 
at 'Ambrun againft the Bifhop of Senez. 

For this Caufe, and in Confequence of the Care which 
God hath committed to us of his Flock, and defiring by 
our Paftoral Vigilance to prevent, as muchas is pofli- 
ble to us in the Lord, the Dangers to which our Souls 
would be expofed by the Reading and Ufe of the faid 
Pamphlet, by the Advice of fome of our Venerable Bre- 
thren the Cardinals of the Holy Roman Church, as alfo 
from our own Motive and certain Knowledge, after a 
mature Deliberation, and by the Fulnefs of our Apofto- 
lick Power, we condemn and reject, by the Tenor of 
thefe Prefents, the faid Pamphlet, as containing — 
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fitions fcandalous, rafh, feditious, pernicious, contrary 
and injurious to the Authority of the Holy See, and of 
the Bilhops, favouring Herefy, Schifmaticks and Here- 
ticks, under the Title above-mention’d, or any other 
Title or Idiom, and any Edition or Veriion, which hath 
been hitherto printed or written, or (which God for- 
bid) may be printed or written for the future. We pro- 
hibit and forbid all the truly Faithful to print, copy, 
read, or make any Ufe thereof whatfoever, under Pain 
of Excommunication, Ip/o Fattc, without any farther 
Declaration, and from which no Perfon can abfolve, but 
us, or the Pontiff Regent, except in Articulo Mortis. 
We will and order, by our Apoitolick Authority, that 
thofe who are poffefs’d' of any of the faid Pamphlets, 
do carry them immediately to the ufual Places, or to 
the Inquifitors of Herefy, who fhall inftantly caft them 
into the Fire. And to the End that thefe Prefents may 
come more eafily to the Knowledge of every one, and 
that no Perfon may pretend Ignorance, we Will and Or- 
der that they be publifhed and affixed at the Gates of the 
Bafilica of St. Peter, and at the Apoftolick Chancery, 
and other publick Piaces, in the ufual Manner, by one 
of our Apoftolick Officers: fo the End, that after they 
have been thus publiih’d, they may be as efficacious as 
if they had been intimated to any one in particular. 
We further Will, that the printed Copies of thefe Pre- 
fents, figned by fome Notary, and fealed with the Seal 
of fome Ecclefiaftick Perfon, rightly conftituted, have 
the fame Force in Juftice, as if thefe Prefents were 
there exhibited.

Hague, Sept. 14. All that has been publifh’d of late 
in our News-Papers, under the Articles of Paris and 
Soiffons, infinuating, as if the Imperial Court had at 
laft refolved to facrifice the India Company of Offend to 
the Repofe of Europe, Count Sinzendorff being faid to 
have declared fo to the Court of France, and to the Ple- 
nipotentiaries of this State, was abfolutely without 
Foundation. Letters from good Hands both at Puris 
and SovifJons fay nothing of it; and Count Coning/ezg 
Erps, the Imperial Minifler here, utterly denies ir 
That Report took its Rife only from a Miitake in com- 
mon Difcourfe, which Count Sinzendorff had upon that 
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Subje&t with a Foreign Miniiter at Paris, wherein he 
dropt this Expreflion, to wit, That the Emperor his Ma- 
Sfter would not break off the Negotiations of Peace for the 
Oftend Company’s Sake. Words that will admit of dif- 
ferent Conttruétions, and fo are of no Ufe or Significa- 
tion, And forafmuch as the faid Count waits for ano- 
ther Exprefs from his Court, with the Emperor’s laft 
Refolution concerning the Affair of Peace, he could not 
well take upon him to fpeak with any Certainty there- 
of. Befides, that the chief Articles remain in fo criti- 
cal a Situation, that there is no Judgment to be made, 
whether we fhall have Peace or War. 

Hague, Sept. 17. There is no Room todoubt, but the 
Court of France will have the Complaifance for that of 
Great Britain, to give the Confilium abeundi (or Warning 
to depart) to the Duke of Wharton, who continues up- 
on the Coaftof Normandy, meditating the Subverfion of 
the prefent Government, agreeable to the DiGtates of 
his turbulent Spirit, for which he was noted among us 
many Years ago, when a Student in the Univerfity of 
Leyden. 

The States of Holland continue their Delibertions on 
the Affairs of the Congrefs of Soi/fons, and efpecially the 
total Suppreflion of the Oftesd Company, an Article in 
which this Province is much more concern’d in than any 
other whatfoever 3 but which is very far from that Ma- 
turity, with which our News-Writers flatter themfelves, 
or attempt to flatter us. Our frefheft Letters from 
Fontainebleau confirm, that Count Sinzendorff hourly 
expefted an Eprefs with the Emperor’s lait Refolution 
concerning that Affair: But we believe here, the Count 
will hardly fee that Exprefs, till his Court is returned 
from Triefte and Gratz to the Place of its ordinary Re- 
fidence. 

Count Wentzel de Sinzendorff, who is flill at Bruffels, 
has received Orders from his Court not to depart thence, 
*till he hears farther from above, about filling the Poft 
defign’d him here, Hence we conjeéture, that he will 
flay where he is, *till he can bring us the good News, 
that the Emperor his Mafter has comply’d with the 
Inftances of this State and its Allies, in fuppreffing the 
Charter of the Oftend Company ; that Stumbling-block 
(as it has hitherto proved) between their High Mighti- 
neffes and his Imperial Majefty. —— As for the Affair 
of Religious Grievances, we hope that though their 
High Mightineffes preferve @ due Regard thereto, as 
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they never yet failed, this will not oblige them to re- 
fufe fubfcribing to the one, unlefs they can fubfcribe 
to the other alfo. 

Letters from Gibraltar of the 20th of the laft Month, 
N.S. advife, That by a Bark from Tetuan, they had re- 
ceived the following Particulars of the Changes that have 
lately happened there; to wit, That they were princi- 
pally occafioned by Muley Abdala, Brother of King 
Abdelmelech, who being fent at the Head of 14,000 Horfe, 
to attack the Army of Blacks on one Side, while King 
did the like on the other Side, he went over to the 
Blacks, in Hopes that they would fet him upon the 
Throne. But finding himfelf deceived by thofe People, 
he fled, with Part of his Men; and King Muley dédel- 
melech efcaped to Fez, where he was affembling a great 
Body of Troops, in order to march to Mequinez, and 
diflodge the old King Muley Debet from that Place. The 
Fugitive Bafhaw of Tetuan was retired to Tangier, and 
found at La Rache the 100 Quintals of Silver, which 
were colleéted by Muley Addelmelech for his Ranfom, 
when a Prifoner. The new Governor of Tetuan was 
fortifying that Place for the laft mention’d King, to 
whom the Inhabitants had promifed their Allegiance, 
At the taking of Mequinex, it is computed that at leatt 
10,000 Perfons were either killed or drowned, every one 
endeavouring to avoid the Fury of the Blacks. There 
are now again three or four Pretenders to the Crown, 
with their Men in Arms; fo that there is like to be 
no End of this inteftine War yet a while. 

Hague, September 21. We are ftill in as great Uncer- 
tainty as ever, as to the pacifick Negociations in France: 
Thus much, however, may be depended upon, that the 
Cardinal de Fleury, old as he is, takes a great Deal of 
Pains to compafs his Ends, and is indefatigable in his 
Labours to furmount the Difficulties which are too often 
thrown in his Way ; efpecially on the Part of the Spani/h 
Plenipotentiaries, who frequently oppofe the Cardinal’s 
Motions ’till brought over by Count Sinzendorff, who 
in this refpe& has been of fingular Serviceto his Emi- 
nency. Nota little depends after all upon the Emperor's 
Jaft Refolution concerning what has been already tranf- 
aéted ; which is expef&ted upon the Return of the Ex- 
prefs who was charged to carry thofe Difpatches to 
Gratz. 

The King of Poland's Indifpofition appears, by our 
Advices from Drefden to have been of the Political 
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Sort; to juftify his Delays in repairing to his King- 
dom, and convening the States thereof in a General 
Dve Mean while there are private Letters from War- 
faw, which fay, the Partizans of K. Staniflaus are pleafed 
with King Auguftus’s Abfence, from what Caufe foever 
derived; becaufe it opens to them a fair Field, and af- 
fords them Time and Opportunity to continue their Ca- 
bals, and form their Party with greater Strength and. 
Safety. 

Letters from Madrid advife, That the famous Duke of 
Ripperda, formerly Prime Minifter in Spain, had found 
Means to efcape from his Prifo» in the Caftle of Segovia, 
by the Help either of a Servant Maid, or of the Gaoler’s 
Daughter; and could no where be found, tho’ the Court of 
Madrid feem’d very eager in their Search after him 5 
and that they had given Notice of it to the Britijh and 
other Miniflers, defiring he might be apprehended, in 
Cafe he comes in their refpettive Matters Dominions. 

Hague, Of. 1. The agreeable Profpe& we lately had 
of a Truce, is very much altered for the worfe, fince 
the Arrival of our laft Letters from Fravce : It is indeed 
apparent, there will be ten Times the Labour in bring: 
ing all the Parties concerned to agree to it, than the Car- 
dinal de Fleury was aware of when he firft propofed that 
Truce. And all the Plenipotentiaries his Eminency 
thought fit to found upon that Affair, feemed to be char- 
med with the Idea: Butalas! it was more out of Com. 
plaifance for the old Cardinal, than a ferious Approba- 
tion of his Scheme. However, the Duke de Bournonville, 
firft Plenipotentiary of Spain, is about this Time fetting 
out for Madrid; and has promifed to ufe his Intereft 
with the King his Mafter, to perfuade him to come into 
this Project of Truce, fince the Obftacles to a folid 
Peace are in a Manner too great to be furmounted ; 
efpecially if his Catholick Majeity perfiils in his 
former Pretenfions; for Inftance, with regard to the Re- 
ftitution of Gidraltar and Port-Mahon, which with the 
King of Spain and his Miniftry is a Condition fine qua 
non; whereas they are fenfible at the fame Time, that 
the King and Miniftry of Great Britain will never con- 
fent to it, but would chufe rather to fee the Negotiations 
of Peace broke off. We are aifured on the other Hand, 
that the Emperor will ufe his beft Endeavours to dif- 
p fe the Court of Spain to more favourable Sentiments 
of this Projeét of Truce, to avoid the Reproach which 
will otherwife be infallibly cafl upon them, thro’ their 
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own Fault of having been Hindrances, not to fay Ene- 
mies to the Repofe of Europe. Mean Time, the extra- 
ordinary Armada, which the Spaniards arc fitting out in 
all their Ports, isa plain Indication of their finifter 
Views and anti -pacifick Councils ; though, when they 





have done all they can, their Fleet will never be able 


to lopk that of England in the Face, being mann’d, for 
the moft Part, with Vagabonds preffed into the Service 
from all Parts of the Monarchy, and to nothing greater 
Strangers, than to Naval Exercife, and the Working of 
a Ship. 

Vienna, Sept.25. By our Letters from PresSourg it 
appears, that the Diet of Hungary, which already, by 
fitting four Months, has not finifh’d any Affiir as yet ; 
at two of the laft Seflions, to which al] the Members 
were fummon’d by Authority; and of which Notice was 
given in the ufual Manner, with Trumpets and Ket- 
tle-Drums from the Top of the Tower; fomeof the 
Chief Members of the States ftaid away, and not only 
fo, but during the fecond held a feparate Meeting. Now 
as the States of Hungary do unanimoufly with that the 
Emperor would be pleafed to repair to Presburg perfo- 
nally, and gracioufly hear their Grievances : Count Pa- 
thiany, Vice-Chancellor of that Kingdom, has been fent 
thither, with an Imperial and Royal Decree, couch’d 
in very fharp Terms, which does not only reprefent 
this tedious Sitting of the Diet asa Difobedience, but 
earneftly exhorts the States, once more, to prevent the 
Difpleafure of his Imperial Majetty, by fpeedily bring- 
ing the Dict toa Conclufion. The intended new Re- 
gulation of the Limits between Auftria and Hungary is 
not fettled yet, by Reafon of the many and weighty 
Difficulties daily flarted againft it. An Imperial De- 
cree concerning the Affairs of Eaft-Fricfland was lately 
publifi’d here ; the fame contains a general Amnefty, 
eut of which however, are excepted thofe who by it 
are ftiled Abettors of the Rebellion; as alfo, fuch as 
fhall be convifted of Murder, his Imperial Majeity re- 
ferving to himfelf the Power of granting them ‘his gra- 
cious Pardon, upon their fubmitting, and alfo the Re- 
ftitution of their Eftates, which are under Sequefira- 
tion. We hear, that a feparate Decree, concerning the 
fame Affair, has been imparted to the Minifler of the 
States-General, by which his Imperial Majefty declares, 
that he does not in the leaft intend to do any Thing 
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that may be prejudicial to the Rights of their High 
Mightineffes in that Country. 

Kome, Sept.25. The Minifters of the crown’d Heads 
feecing that the Pope was fully bent upon honouring 
with the Purple M. Accoramdony, his Auditor, made 
fome Days ago very fmart Remonftrances againft it, re- 
prefenting to his Holinefs, that the Apoftolick Nun- 
cios, who refide in the principal Courts of Europe, where, 
for many Years, they have done great Services to the 
Holy See, are much more deferving of that Honour 
than M. Accorambony, who is a Prelate but of frefh 
Date. But the Pope, without any Regard to their Re- 
monftrances, held laft Monday a fecret Confiftory, in 
which he created two new Cardinals, viz. the faid M. 
Accorambony of Spoletto, Bifhop of Imola, and M. Caraffa, 
a Neapolitan, Secretary of the Congregation of Regular 
Bifhops. TwoCardinals, who are Minifters of crown’d 
Heads, were not admitted at that Congregation, neither 
was there any thing mention’d of M. Bichy. On Thurf- 
day, ina publick Confiftory, the Pope gave the Hat to 
the two new created Cardinals. 

Rome, Oftober 2. Laft Monday the five Cardinals 
who have been appointed for managing the Affair of 
Portugal, met together: ’Tis faid, the Occafion of their 
affembling was to examine a moft obliging Letter the 
Pope received lately from the King of Portugal, by 
which his Portuguexe Majefty notifies to his Holinefs 
the Death of the Prince his Son, who was but five Years 
of Age: To this Letter, which is couched in moft re- 
fpeftful Terms, the Pope has return’d an Anfwer full as 
Complaifant. ’Tis conjeétur’d, from thefe mutual Civi- 
lities, that the Negotiations of Cardinal de la Motta at 
Lisbon, prove pretty fuccefsful, and may pave the Way 
for an Accomodation between the two Courts, the more, 
becaufe the Court of Spain has ftrittly charged Cardinal 
Bertivoglio to forward that Work as muchas poffible; to- 
ward which, as we hear, the Pope propofes an Expedient, 
viz. To beltow a Cardinal's Cap on any Perfon the King 
of Portugal fhall think fit to name, M. Bichy excepted. 

Soiffons, Of. 3. No Affembly was held at the Caftle laft 
Thurfday, becaufe of the Abfence of the Imperial and 
Britifh Minifters. Mr. Poyntz went for Paris the Day 
before, after having received from his Court a Courier, 
who has followed him thither. Count de Coningsfeld Mi- 
nifter Plenipotentiary of the Ele&tor of Bavaria, took 
the fame Rout laft Friday with his Secretary. We are 
told 
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told that Baron de Franken, Plenipotentiary of the Ele- 
for Palatine, and Mr. Hurgronie will likewife go thither 
this Weck; if fo, ’tis evident that the chief Conferences 
will be held at Paris; fo that this City will be the 
Place of Congrefs by Name only. 

P.S. This Moment here arrived M. Poyntz back from 
Paris, with his Retinue ; fo that ’tis not improbable but 
a Conference may be held to-morrow. 

Paris, Of, 5. The Plenipotentiaries meet daily at 
Fontainebleau 3 but tho’ they expeét that the Couriers 
will fhortly return from their refpeftive Courts, with 
new Inflruétions, the laft Hand cannot be put to the great 
Work of Peace, before the Duke de Bournonville comes 
back from Madrid. Inthe mean Time, there is handed 
about here A Copy of the Projeét of a Truce, fuch as ’tis 
pretended it was firft drawn up by his Eminency Car- 
dinal de Fleury, as follows. 





PROJECT of a TRUCE. 


All the Powers who caufed the Preliminaries of 
Peace to be fign’d at Paris on the laft Day of May, 1727, 
and at Vienna the 12th of June, of the fame Year, having 
fent their refpeftive Minifters to Soi/fons, for the good 
Work of the Eftablifhment of Peace; and devifing the 
moft expeditious and ufeful Means for attaining the 
fame, the faid Miniflers have agreed upon the Articles 
following, viz. 


In the Name of God, &c. 
I. HERE fhall be, in Purfuance of the prefent 
Treaty, a good Harmony, Amity, and perfe& 
Tranquility between every one of the Contraéting 
Powers. 

II, The Treaties of Utrecht, Raftad, and Baden, the 
Treaty of the Hague, of 1717, the Quadruple Alliance, 
all the Treaties and Conventions anterior to the Year 
1725: As alfo the Articles and Conventions figned at 
the Pardo on the ——-~~ fhall be the Bafis end Founda- 
tion of the prefent Treaty. And all the Contraéting 
Powers do declare, that they hold them as confirmed, 
every one as much as concerns him; and in whatever, 
therein, does not derogate from the prefent Treaty, as if 
they were here repeated Verbatim. Promifing, that they 
neither will do, nor fuffer to be done any thing which 
can be contrary to the fame, either direétly or ine 
direflly. 
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III. His Imperial Majefty, induced by the fame Mo- 
tives which engaged him to fufpend, by the firft Article 
of the Preliminaries, the Charter, and Commerce of 
Offend, and of the Low Countries to the Indies, for the 
Space of feven Years, and being willing to give a farther 
Proof of his Love for Peace, and Friendihip for the 
United Provinces of the Nether/ands, prorogues and 
continues the faid Sufpenfion for the Space of 
Years, over and above the Seven already mentioned by 
the faid Preliminaries; during which Time, Endeavours 
fhall be ufed in the refpe@ive Courts of the Contracting 
Powers, for agreeing for ever, on Means for removing all 
Obftacles which might difturb the good Harmony and 
Correfpondence between his Imperial! Majefty and the 
Lords the States General of the United Provinces of the 
Netherlands. 

IV. All the Contra&ting Powers having made ferious 
Refle&tions on the Neceflity there is to preferve the 
Tranquillity in the North, and in Lower Germany, 
and obferve that this Part of Europe would not enjoy a 
perfeét Calm,as long as fome Complaints and Pretenfions, 
which as they may be fupported by confiderable Powers, 
might one Day or other ferve for a Pretence to cloak 
greater Views, fhould remain unregulated, they judged 
it of the higheft Confequence to examine, according to 
thefe Principles, the Differences which fubfift, between 
the Kjng of Denmark and the Duke of Holftein, on Ac- 
count of the Dutchy of Sle/wick. For thefe Caufes it 
is agreed, by the prefent Article, that Commitffioners 
thall be appointed by every ong of the Parties concern’d, 
for examining and deciding thefe Affairs in an Amicable 
Manner: Which Commiffioners fhall, for this Purpofe, 
met at Hamburgh, within three Months at fartheft ; and 
all the Allies thall join, if needful, for preferving the 
Tranquillity of the North, and preventing and hindering 
all Hoftilities. 

V. The Miniffers of his moft Chriftian Majefty, of 
his Britifh Majetty, and thofe of the Lords the States 
General, having pretended, that in the Treaty of Com- 
merce concluded at Vienna, on the there were 
divers Claufes which clafhed with Articles of feveral 
Treaties of Commerce anterior to the Year 1725, and 
confequently confirmed above ; by Virtue of which 
Claufes, the Subjects of his Imperial Majefty might 
pretend to be better and more favourably treated, than 
thofe of his moft Chriftian Majefty, the King of Great 
Britain, 
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Britain, and thofe of the Lords the States-General $ 
the Minifters of his Catholick Majefty have declared, 
as they do declare by this prefent Article, That the 
King of Spain never underflood to grant, by the faid 
Treaty of Vienna, any Privilege contrary to the Trea- 
ties confirmed above, nor give to the Subjeéts of his 
Imperial Majefty, any greater Advantages than thole 
enjoy’d by other Nations in their Commerce, his Impe- 
rial Majeit accepting for his Subjeétsthe above-mentioned 
Declaration made in the Name of his Citholick Majefty. 

VI. It is likewife agreed between his Imperial Ma- 
jefty on the one Part, and the King of Great Britain 
and the Lords the States-General on the other, that in 
Confequence of what is flipulated by the Barrier-Treaty, 
a Tariff fhall forthwith be agreed on between the In- 
habitants of the Aufirian Netherlands, and the Subjeéts 
of Great Britain, and alfo thofe of the Territories Sub- 
je&ts to the Republick; and that without any Delay, 
Commiffioners fhall be appointed for regulating the faid 
Tariff, who fhall meet at Bruffels, within fuch Time as 
fhall be fixed. The faid Parties have agreed to fix the 
Term of Two Years for fettling the faid Tariff. 

VII. As forthe Wrongs which ’tis pretended are daily 
committed in the Commerce to India and elfewhere, in 
Breach both of general Treaties of Commerce concluded 
between England and Spain, and alfo of the various fpe- 
cial Privileges, it was judged that the Examination of 
the fame would take up too much Time, by reafon of 
the Neceffity there would be to make fuch Enquiries 
and Proofs, as would too long protratt the Duration of 
the Congrefs. Confequently it has been agreed, that 
within the Space of three Months, Commiflioners fhall 
be appointed on both Sides, to reckon irom the Time 
of the figning of this Treaty, who thall meet at ——.—. 
and examine amicably and ona fide, and endeavour to 
reftore, if any Thing has been derogated therefrom, the 
Affairs of Commerce, both to the Indies and in Europe, 
on the Foot of anterior Treaties, by which Commerce 
was regulated. The faid Commiffioners fhall likewife 
regulate what concerns Prizes refpeftively taken at Sea 
between Spain and England. 

VIII. Commiffioners fhall alfo be appointed on the 
Part of his Moft Chriftian Majefty, his Catholick Ma- 
jefty, and the States General, who fhall examine all! 
Grievances whatever, without any Exception, which 
the faid Parties concerned had to propofe refpeStively, 
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either for the Reflitution of Ships feized or taken, or in 
relation to Commerce : And the examining of what is 
ftipulated both by the prefent Article and the forego- 
going, muft not exceed the Tcrm of two Years. 

IX. But if to the prejudice of the prefent Treaty, 
any Thing fhould be either committed or done, under 
any Pretence whatever, during the Space of ——=—_ 
which might occafion any Trouble and Hottility, or any 
ways interrupt the Enjoyment and Exercife of Commerce 
of all the Contraéting Powers, on the Foot of Treaties 
and Conventions anterior to the Year 1725, and here 
above confirm’d; even during the Examination which 
fhali be made in Confequence of the Articles Seven and 
Eight of the prefent Treaty, all the Contracting Parties 
fhall join, and unanimoufly puta Stop to all Hoftili- 
ties, and repair the Damage done. 

X. In this Treaty flrall be included all the Contraé&- 
ing or Invited Powers, viz. the Kings of Sweden and 
Denmark, and the King of Prufia, the Czar, the Duke 
of Holftein, the Landgrave of Heffe-Caffe!, and the Houfe 
of Bavaria and Palatine, the Contraéting Parties refer- 
ving to themfelves the Liberty of including into the 
fame hereafter, other Princes and States, as they fhall 
agree amongft themfel ves. 

N.B. Whether this be the genuine Rough Draught of the 
Projets for a Truce, we cannot pofitively affirm; but *tis 
certain that feveral Alterations have been made to the true 
firft Draughts, which have occafion’d a long Interruption in 
this important Negotiation, 





Fontainbleau, Ottober 5. The laft Letters from Spain 
advife, that the Duke of Ripperda after having left Se- 
govia, ftopt three or four Days at a Village five Leagues 
diflant from thence, ’till a Servant Maid and a Corpo- 
ral, the Abettors of his Efcape, came to him. He had 
with him a Servant of his own, who came from Ma- 
drid with Arms, Money, and one of the Mules of his 
Lady’s Coach; but he chofe the Conveniency of one of 
the flow Voitures ufed in Spain, which make about eight 
Leagues a Day, and fo travell’d to Miranda de Duero in 
Portugal, and from thence, as was fuppofed, he went to 
Oporto. He paffed Miranda the 8th of September, fince 
which there has been no Account of him. The Man 
that conduéted him would not carry him beyond Miran- 
da, having contra&ted to go no further than to that 
Place, and it was not “till the Return of that ~— 
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with his Voiture, that there was any certain Advice 
what Way the Duke of Ripperda had taken. Thofe Let- 
ters add, that on the 20th in the Evening the Dutchefs 
his Lady was feized at Madrid in her own Houfe, and 
put under a Guard of fourteen Soldiers by his Catholick 
Majefty’s Order, for having aflifted the Duke with Means 
to make his Efcape. 

Hague, Oftober 5. The Court of Rome has recommend- 
ed to almoft all the Princes of her Communion, the 
unhappy Difference between her and the King of Por- 
tugal, defiring them to ufe their beft Endeavours with 
his Portuguexze Majefty, to make an amicable End of 
that Affair, and return to the Obedience of the Holy 
See, that the Scandal hereby caft upon the Pope and his 
Communion may be wiped off, inflead of increafing. 
But we do not hear that any one of the Princes he ap- 
ply’d to has intermeddled in this Affair, except the 
King of Spain ; and he did it in fuch a Manner, that 
the King of Portugal had no Regard to it, but perfifls in 
his Refolution, either that Signor Bichi be made a Car- 
dinal, or the Schifm go on. 

We cannot yet learn with any Certainty, what Route 
the Duke de Ripperda has taken, to efcape out of the 
Kingdom of Spain. The Spaniards run fuch Lengths 
in their Difcourfes upon this Subjett, that they accufe 
the Britifh Minifter at Madrid of being acquainted, and 
even concern’d init: But this feems to be a ground- 
lefs Prefumption, as if the Dutchefs his Wife, who ftill 
lives at Madrid, could not raife Money enough to bribe 
her Husband’s Keepers, without the Affiflance of Mr. 
Keene, Be that as it will, it is a happy Efcape, pro- 
vided he can complete it; but in Cafe the Spaniards 
catch him again, he is a dead Man. 

The Conterences between the Earl of Chefterfield and 
Monfieur de la Baune, Minifters of Great Britain and 
France, with their High-Mightinefles Committee for 
Foreign Affairs, turn upon the Negotiations of Peace, 
and the taking of new Meafures to bring about that 
Work. Repeated Affurances of Alliance, Friendthip, 
and a perfett Union are not wanted in this Critical and 
Seafonable Jun&lure, when the Allies of Vienna leave 
no Stone unturn’d tofow Divifions among thofe of Ha- 
nover. Mean while, the Duke de Bournonville, Firtt 
Plenipotentiary of Spain, is fet out for Madrid, with 
such a vigorous Declaration of the Allies of Hanover, 
that he will have no great “a to boaft, when he gets 
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to his Journcy’s End, of the Advantages he has gain’d 
in the Courfe of his Negotiations in the Court of France, 
who ftands firm to all her Engagements without fail- 
ing almoft in the leaft Punétilio. And hence we flatter 
ourfelves, that the King of Spain will at laft be pre- 
vailed with to accept of the Proje&t of Pacification 5 
and the rather, becaufe almoft all the Powers concern’d 
have agreed to the fame, and the Emperor will like- 
wife declare in its Favour, to animate his Catholick 
Majefty to follow his Example, which in all other Re- 
fpects he does almoft implicitly, blindly purfuing the 
Counfels and Infinuations which are tran‘planted from 
Vienna to Madrid. 

Hague, Oét. 8. The Troubles of Eaft-Friefland, which 
have given fo much Uneafinefs to this Stite, and obliged 
their High Mightineffes to have Recourfe to the Der- 
nicy Reffort, as it were, by tendering their Complaints 
againft the Emperor and the Prince of Eaft-Friefland, 
to the Congrefs of Soiffons, are put in a fair Way of Ac- 
commodation, by a new Mandate of the Aulick Court, 
containing in Subflance, That the States of the Princi- 
pality fhall affemble, and fully regulate their re/peélive 
Rights and Privileges ; excepting, however, the Renitents, 
or thufe declared Rebels by his Imperia’ Maj:fty: Provided 
always, that it fhall be inthe Emperor’s Power to pardon 
them, and take them into Favour when he fleafes. This 
A& of Grace is daily expeéted to come out, to qualify 
the Renitents to meet in the Gencral Diet. His Impe- Ff 
rial Majefty declares farther, that no Right of the Re- F 
publick fhall in anywife fuffer Prejudice ; and theres ff 
fore we hope their High Mightinefles will keep their 
Garrifons in Embden and Lierwrt. If the Imperial f 
Court executes this A&t, according to the Letter, the 
Republick will be content, and ftir no more in this f 
Affair. Mean while, they will communicate all that 
is neceffary to the Courts of Great Britain and France, 
for their Advice; tho’ moft cf the Above was perhaps fF 
concerted in the Negotiations at Fontaindleau. 

For what concerns the Negotiations of Peace, this 
State has referred itfelf entirely to the Courts of Great 
Britain and France: And by the Cardinal de Fleury’s 
Proje&t of Pacification, the Commerce of the Offend Com-f 
pany is ta be fufpended for Twelve Years, which> 
would bein fa&t annulling it. The faid Company have f 
begun to difinifs their Ship-Carpenters; and will pro-f 
ceed to their Fagtors and Officers in India; fo that nowh

Hague, Off. 12. So long as Count Sinzendorff, the 
Emperor’s Firft Plenipotentiary, continues at the Court 
of France, without returning to the Imperial Court, we 
fhall not be deftitute of Hope, that the Proje&t of Pa- 
cification will be accepted by the King of Spain, at the 
Tnftance of his Imperial Majefly. That Prince has been 
in great Danger of his Life, a Chamber he lay in upon 
his Return from Fiume to Gratz, having fallen in imme- 
diately after his Departure. 





The MEMORIAL frefented to the States-General 
by Count, Coningfege-Erps, the Imperial Minifier, to 
take his Leave of them, contains in Su'fiance what fol- 
lows 


HAT he has received pofitive Orders from the 

Emperor for repeating to their High Mightineffes, 
before his Departure for Madrid, the Affurances of the 
fincere Affection of his Imperial Majetty for the Repub- 
lick, and the Endeavours he will contlantly ufe for 
procurjng them feveral Advantages. Th.t the Friend- 
thip of his Imperial Majefty fhall not only be conflant 
and unalterable, but that he will always perform what- 
ever can be expetted from a good Ally and Neighbour, 
net doubting but their High Mightineffes, on their 
Part, will concur with him in that Point. That if he 
(the Count) might be allow’d to fpeak of himfelf, he 
would give their High Mightineffes Demonttrations of 
his profound Refpest, and the fincere Defire he is at- 
feted with, of being inftrumental in promoting the 
Continuation and Increafe of the ancient Friendthip be- 
tween his Imperial Majefly and their High Mighti- 
neffes, and would think himfelf very happy, if he 
could flatter himfelf fo far as to think, that during ihe 
Courfe of his Miniftry, he was not difagreeable to their 
High Mightineffes. 


Soiffons, Ot. 14. The Minifters who are in this Ci- 
ty held laft Monday their Affembly at the Caille, when, 
as we hear, nothing was tranfacted of Moment; the 
faid Min’-,.s having only imparted to each other the 
News they had received from their refpeétive Collegues, 
who are either at Foxtainbleau or Paris, concerning the 
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Difficulties ftarted by the Court of Spain againft the 
Scheme of a Truce. °Tis talk’d, however, that the 
Negotiations wil! not abfolutely bé broke off by it, but 
will be refumed fome Time hence, and that the Pleni- 
potentiaries muft only wait the Succefs of the Report 
which the Duke de Bournonville is to make tothe Court 
of Madrid, concerning the principal Articles which 
have fince been concerted between the other Plenipo- 
tentiaries and the Cardinal de Fleury. Mr. Pointz, third 
Plenipotentiary of Great Britain, having received a Cou- 
rier, fet out laft Monday in the Afternoon witha Poft- 
Chaife for Paris ; Baron de Fonfeca, Minifter of the Em- 
peror, Baron de Sparr, Minifler of Sweden, and Count 

de Coningsfeld, Minifter of Bavaria, are alfc gone to the 

fame Place, for which Reafon no Affembly was held 

this Day. Thefe Minifters are expefted back againft 

Sunday next, in order to hold their Affembly the next 

Day. It is the Opinion of fome, that the Count de 

Hafewitz, Minitter Plenipotentiary of the Duke of Hol- 
tein, is not to return hither, but that he is fhortly to 

be relieved by another. 

Fontainebleau, Oct. 15. On the 4th Inftant, her moft 
Chriftian Majefty went to Paris, to perform her De- 
votions, after her Lying-in, at our Cathedral of Notre 
Dame. At the Door of the Church her Majefty was_ 
complimented by the Cardinal de Noailles, our Arch- 
bifhop in the following Speech. 





N this memorable and folemn Day, when your 
Majefty gives fo fignal a Teftimony of your Piety 
and Devotion, the Minifters of the Lord are bound in 
Juftice to give to this innumerable Multitude, which 
furrounds your Majefty on all Sides, an Example of the 
Joy, Affe&tion, Refpeét, and Veneration, your facred 
Prefence infpires us with. What Satisfaftion for me, 
that Ican ftill be the {nterpreter of their Sentiments, 
and Eye-witnefs of the Homage which your Majefty is 
going to pay to the Almighty inthis Holy Temple ! 
Come, Madam, to the Foot of his Altar, and even 
into his Sanftuary, and implore the Interceffion of that 
Holy Virgin, whofe Succour and Proteftion always 
proved favourable to our Kings. Beg of her, without 
Hefitation, that precious Gift, which is the Obje& of 
our moft ardent Vows, on which depends the Bappinefs 
of the King, the Comfort of your Majefty, the Tran- 
quillity of France, and the Quiet of all Europe, 
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All Things may be obtained by Faith ; and this Da, 
we may fay with Confidence to your Majefty, what 
formerly was faid to that holy Woman, who was {0 ear- 
neftly praying to God for aSon: Depart in Peaces and 
may the God of Mfrael grant the juft Defire your Heart has 
conceived, 





Having heard Mafs in the Chapel of the Holy Virgin, 
her Majefty went to the Curch of St. Genevieve ; and 
pafling by the Gate of the ‘e/uits College, the ftopt to 
hear a Compliment upon her Arrival at Paris, from the 
Prince of Conti. Her Majefty gave 10,000 Livers to the 
Hotel- Dieu, as much to the Enfans trouvex, (two Hofpi- 
tals in Paris) the like Sum to the Prifoners of the 
Little Chatelet ; and as fhe return’d from Paris to Ver- 
failles, there were 30,000 Livers thrown among the 
People. 

Yefterday, the Deputies of the Government of 
Tunis, fent hither to ask Pardon for their late Behavi- 
our, were introduced to an Audience of the King; and 
having firft proftrated themfelves on theGround, and 
then rifen again, made the following Speech in their 
own Language. 


E approach the Throne of your Imperial Ma- 
jefty, filled with a profound Veneration. We 
are fent by the Republick, the Dey, the Divan, and 
the Militia, to fhew to your Imperial Majefty, a fin- 
cere Repentance for what has paffed, and very humbly 
toask Pardon for the fame, aifuring you, that in fuch 
Cafe, nothing hereafter will happen, that may difturb 
a Union and good Underftanding. We wifh that the 
Dominion of your Imperial Majefty, which is already 
of fo great Extent, may be ftill more extenfive, andthit 
Heaven will grant you long Life, Gc. 


The King’s Anfwer. 


Am content with what you have faid on the Part of the 
Republick, the Dey, the Divan, and the Militias I am 


fatisfied. 


After their Speech, they deliver’d to the Kinga Let- 
ter from the Dey, wrapped up in a Piece-of yellow 
Taffatie, and in the Evening they went back to Paris 
They have brought with them rich Merchandizes, 
which will be expofed to Sale there. We learn it was 
the 
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the Dey of Tripoli, not the Baflaw, that was ftrangled 
fince the Bombardment of that City 5; 300 of his Rela- 
tions were ftrangled with him. 800 Houfes were burnt 
or beat down by our Bombs; the French Ships have 
taken three of theirs, and ’tis not doubted but the new 
Dey will fend hither Deputies to treat of Peace. 
Hague, Oit. 19. Their High Mightineffes Deputics 
for Foreign Affairs are almoft every Day in Conference 
with the Minifters of Great Britain and France about 
the Affairs of Pesce, which have not the promifing Af- 
pest we could wifh. Certain it is, that Spain is making 
vaft Preparations for War, and the Emperor is always 
ready, waiting now only the Arrival of the Galleons, 
to receive his Subfidics, which will enable him to per- 
form his Contraéts with feveral Princes of the Empire. 
Our laft Letters from London affure us, that the Duke 
de Ripperda was fafely arrived in one of the Ports of 
Ireland, and was daily expected in England: What Re- 
ception he will meet with there, we fhall not prefume 
to conjefture, but refer ourfelves to future Advices, 
Paris, Of. 26. We mightily flatter ourfelves here 
that the Project of a Truce, fince the Alterations which 
were made to it, will be approv’d by the Powers con- 
cern’d, The Cardinal de Fleury does not negle& any 
Thing to induce them thereto, and the Count de Sin- 
zendorff has put off his Departure for Vienna °till the 
Return of the Duke de Beournonville from Spain, or at 
leaft till it is known what Refolution the Court of Ma- 
drid takes concerning that Projet.

IS Majefty this Day afflumed his Royal Stall as 
Sovereign of the Moft Noble Order of the Garter, 
and made his Offering in the Chapel of St. George. 
The following Knights Compinions were prefent at 
this Solemnity, and in their feveral Stalls, according 
to

Seniorities by Eleétion, 
Duke of Argyll. ’ ‘Duke of Kent.

Duke of Boiton.

4 Sir Robert Walpole, 

Some Time before his Majefty came, the Poor Knights 
founded within this College, placed themfelves in the 
North Ifle of the Chapel, ftanding there two and two, 
according ‘to:their Seniority, habited in their Mantles, 

Next unto them ftood, in the like Method, the Pre- 
bendaries of the Church of Wind/or, in their Mantles. 

Then the Purfuivants of Arms, invefted in Taberts 
of the Sovereign’s Arms; the Heralds in like Taberts, 
and with their Collars of S’s. 

Garter King of Arms, robed in his Mantle, and with 
his Jewel and Scepter ; and upon his Left-hand the Gen- 
tleman-Ufher of the Black Rod, carrying that Enfign, 
and in his Mantle, and with his Jewel. 

The Knights Companions invefted themfelves in their 
Mantles of blue Velvet, and Collars of the Order, ha- 
ving the Image of St. George pendent garnifhed with 
Diamonds and other Inrichments ; having their Caps 
of black Velvet adorned with itately Plumes of White 
Feathers, with black and white Sprigs arifing in the 
midft of them; and with their Garters. Al! the Per- 
fons here mentioned wore Mourning under their Robes 
of Ceremony. 

The Sovereign, apparell’d in Purple, alighted from 
his Chair at the Entry on the Eaft Side of the Chapel, 
and proceeded to the Chapter-Houfe, where the Knights 
Companions made their Reverences unto his Majefty, 
who faluted them. ; 

The Sword of State was carry’d before his Majefty 
by the Duke of St. didans, who ftopt at the Door of 
the Chapter-Houfe. 

The Sovereign was there immediately habited with 
the Mantle and Collar, and had the Cap put on. 

The Poor Knights removed to their Station, begin- 
ning the Proceflion to the Choir, which they entered 
going two and two, the Juniors firft; and coming to the 
Middle thereof, they, in a Body together, made their 
Reverences, firit to the Altar, and then to the Sove- 
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reign’s Stall, and thence paffed up to the Steps near the 
Altar, and there divided themfelveson both Sides, the 
Juniors ftanding neareft; to the Rails, - one: below the 
other. 

The Prebendaries, going two andtwo, entered into 
the Middle of the Choir, made the like double Obei- 
fances in a Body jointly, and dividing themfelves, went 
into the Jower Range of Seats, where they all ftood 
until the Companions were placed in their Stalls, and 
the Officers of the Order feated on their Forms; except 
only two of the Prebendaries, who procecded up to the 
Altar to receive the Atchievements, 

Then the Officers of Arms, in the Manner before ex- 
prefs’d, enter’d, and made the like Reverences, and 
dividing themfelves near to the Steps of the Altar, 
ftood on each Side next to the Poor Knights, leaving fuch 
a fpacious Diftance in the Middle of the Ifle, that the 
Altar was in full View. 

Which being done, Sir Robert Walpole, the Junior 
Knight, enter’d, and in the Middle made his Reve- 
rences, firft to the Altar, then tothe Sovereign in his 
Stall, and repeated the fame in the Place oppolite to 
his Stall, and took his Station under his own proper 
Banner, where he continued until the Hatchments of 
the late Sovereign were offer’d. 

Then the Vifcount Townjfhend, the Duke of Bolton, 
the Duke of Grafton, the Duke of Newcafile, the Duke 
of Derfet, enter’d the Choir each fingly ; and the Duke 
of Kent with the Duke of Argyl’, being Companions 
placed in oppofite Stalls, enter’d together, and all made 
the like Obeifances, and retired under their Banners. 

Then the Officers of the Order prefent, Garter and 
Black Red, made the like Reverences before their own 
Seat or Form. 

The Sword of State was carry’d by the Duke of St. 
Albans, who held it ere&t during the Solemnity, under 
the Royal Stall. 

The Sovereign, upon his Entry into the Choir, made 
his Reverence towards the Altar only, and afcending 
into his Royal Stall, made a fecond Reverence to the 
Altar, and feated himfelf. 

His Majefiy’s Train was born from the Chapter- 
Houfe by the eldeft Son of the Duke of Grafton, and 
the eldeft Son of the Earl of Grantham, andthe Mafter 
of the Robes, who placed themfelves near to the Steps 
6f the Royal Stall. 





Then 
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Then Garter went into the Middle of the Choir, and 
made his ufual Reverences, and forthwith repaired to 
the Place where the Hatchments of the late Sovereign 
were depofited, and taking up the Banner, held it al- 
moft rolled up. 

Two of the Superior Officers of Arms then met, and 
after making the accuftomed. Obeifances in the Middle 
of the Choir, repaired to the Duke of Argyll and the 
Duke of Kent, the two Senior Knights prefent, who re- 
moved from their Stations, and receiving the Banner be- 
tween them, made their double Reverences, and be- 
ing preceded by the Officersof Arms, carry’d it with 
the lower End of the Staff foremoft, and making their 
Reverences again at the firft Step towards the Altar, 
proceeded up to the Rails, where, at the uppermott 
Step, the Officers of Arms dividing themfelves upon 
each Side, and bowing to the Knights, thefe Knights 
raifed the Point of the Banner upwards, and miking 
their Reverences to the Altar only, prefented it upon 
their Knees, from whom the Prebendaries received it, 
and placing it upright at the South End of the Altar, and 
then thefe Knights were condufted back again (making 
the fame Reverences) to their firft Stations under their 
own Banners. 

Two of the next Officers of Arms met, and with the 
like Obeifances in all Refpe&ts, repaired to the two 
next Knights in Seniority, the Duke of Dor/et and Duke 
of Newcaftle, who receiving from Garter King of Arms 
the Sword, with the Pomel or Hilt upwards, with the 
like Ceremonies offer’d the fame, and then were recone 
duéted in the fame Manner. 

Two of the next Officers of Arms then met in like 
Manner, and repaired to the two next Knights, the 
Duke of Grafton and the Duke of Boiton, who receiv’d 
and offer’d the Helm and Creft, with the fame Solem- 
nities. 

While the Atchievements of the late Sovereign were 
thus offering, the Organs play’d. 

Garter King of Arms then went into the Middle of 
the Choir, and after his wonted Reverences, turn’d hime 
felf to the Duke of Argyll and the Duke of Kent, the 
Senior Knignts being Companions, who making their \ 
double Obeifances under their Banners, afcended their | 
refpeftive Stalls at- the fame Time by the neareft Paf- 
fages, and being thus in their Stalls, repeated their Re- Wy 
verences, 
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And in this Manner, when Garter turn’d himfelf to 
the refpestive Knights, according to their Seniorities in 
the Order, all of them fingly made their Entries up 
into their Stalls, and Reverences with the like Cere- 
monies in Succeflion according to the Pofition of the 
Stalls, the Senior Knights firft. 

Then the Officers of the Order, Garter and Gentleman 
Uther of the Black Rod, after their Obeifances, retir’d 
to their Seat or Form. 

The Officers of Arms came down in a Body, made 
their Reverences, and placed themfelves on each Side of 
the Choir near to the Entry into it. 

The Poor Knights came down in like Manner, and 
retired te the Places before their Seats. 

The Divine Offices then began, and a Sermon was 
preach’d. 

When the Offertory Sentence, Let your Light fo fhine, 
&c. was read, the Organs playing, the Officers of the 
Wardrobe fpread a Carpet upon the Steps going up to 
the Rails of the Altar, and the Poor Knights at this 
Time removed, proceeding two and two, and making 
their double Reverences in a Body, and placed them- 
felves near the Steps of the Altar, as at their firft 
Entry. 

The Officers of Arms did the like, and placed them- 
felves on each Side near the Poor Knights. 

The Uther of the Black Rod, after making his Reve- 
rences, went up to the Rails of the Altar, and ftand- 
ing upon the Right Hand, received from the Yeoman 
of the Wardrobe a rich Carpet of Cloth of Gold, which 
with the Affiftance of the Yeomen, he fpread upon the 
other Carpet 3 and then the Yeoman deliver’d unto 
him a Cuthion for the Sovereign to kneel upon, and 
both of them took the Affay thereof, and then the Ufher 
of the Black Rod laid it down. 

During this Time, Garter King of Arms arofe and 
made his double Obeifances, and fummon’d all the 
Knights to defcend from their Stalls, beginning with 
the Juniors, pointing to each with the Banner of his 
Scepter, which he held in his Right Hand. 

The Knights who wanted their Companions, and the 
twoSenior Knights who were Companions, being all 
thus fummon’d in their Courfes, immediately made 
their double Reverences in their Stalls, and then came 
down into the Middle of the Choir, where the — 
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Obeifances were repeated, and ftood all of them under 
their own Banners. 

When the Knights were all thus placed, the Sove- 
reign making his Reverence to the Altar, defcended 
from his Stall, and at the Foot of the Steps thereof 
made another Reverence to the Altar, and then proceed- 
ed to the Steps of the Altar, attended as follows: 

Garter Principal King of Arms. 

The Duke of St. Albans, with the Sword of State. 

The Sovereign, his Train born as before. 

The Duke of Argyll, the Senior Knight, who was 
appointed to deliver the Offering to the Sovereign, came 
from under his Banner, with the ufual Reverences, and 
went a little behind his Majefty on the Right Side. 

When the Sovereign came againft the Stall belonging 
to the Duke of Grafton, Lord Chamberlain of the Houfe- 
hold, the Duke, in virtue of that Office, attended upon 
his Majefty a little behind on the Left Side. 

At the Steps afcending to the Altar, the Sovereign 
made his Reverence to the Altar, and Garter and the 
Nobleman who carry’d the Sword, retiring on one Side, 
the Sovereign being upon the uppermoit Step next to 
the Rails, repeated his Reverence, and taking off his 
Cap, kneeled down, and the Uther of the Black Rod 
taking Affay of the Offering, deliver’d it upon his Knee 
to the Duke of Argyll, who alfo kneeling gave it to the 
Sovereign, who put it (being Gold and Silver) into 
the Bafon held by two Prebendaries ftanding within the 
Rails. 

The Sovereign then arofe, put on his Cap, and made 
forthwith his Reverence to the Altar, and repeated it at 
the Bottom of the Steps, and was condufted back in the 
fame Manner ; the Lord Chamberlain in the Return, 
when he came to his own Stall, retired under his Ban- 
ner, making his Obeifances ; and the Sovereign, at the 
Steps of his Royal Stall, made his Reverence to the 
Altar, and repeated the fame after he afcended his Stall, 
and then fat down. 

The Attendants upon the Sovereign in this Oblation 
made the like Reverences to the Altar, without any O- 
beifance to the Sovereign’s Stall, becaufe the Sovereign 
was in the Proceflion, The Duke of Argyl], who de- 
livered the Offering to the Sovereign, returned to the 
Place under his Banner, where he made the ufual Re- 
verences, 
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During the Time of the Sovereign’s Return to his 
Stall, the Officers of the Wardrobe removed the upper 
rich Carpet and Cufhion whereon the Sovereign kneeled, 
and the Uther of the Black Rod return’d, making his 
double Reverences in the Middle of the Choir, and 
ftood before his Seat or Form. 

Then two of the eldeft Officers of Arms came down 
into the Middle of the Choir, and making their Reve- 
rences, went to the two eldeft Knights, being Compa- 
nions, and conduf&ted them with the fame Ceremonies 
to the Altar, where they offer’d in the fame Manner, 
and were re-conduttcd through the Stalls (being then 
empty) who afcending, made their Reverences upon 
their firft Entry into thefe Stalls, and paffed on to their 
own Stalls, where they did the fame, and then fat 
down. 

The two next Heralds, with like Ceremonies, con- 
dufted al] the other Knights, beginning ftill with the 


Senior by Eleétion, who all offer’d fingly, becaufe their | 


Companions in the oppofite Stalls were abfent. 

The Companions being all thus re-feated in their 
Stalls, and the Officers of the Order feated upon their 
Forms, Divine Service proceeded ; which being ended, 
the Prebendaries who officiated at the Altar, were con- 
du&ted by the Verger to their Seats. 

. The Poor Knights continued near the Rails of the 
Altar, and the Officers of Arms near them. 

Garter then arofe, and in the former Manner fum- 
moned down the Knights from their Stalls, beginning 
with the Junior Knight, who defcended with the fore 
mer Ceremonies, and ftood under their refpeftive Ban- 
ners. 

The Officers of the Order ftood before their Forms. 

The Poor Knights then came down, two and two, 
and in a Body made their Obeifances, and proceeded 
out of the Choir. 

The Prebendaries came out of their Seats, and with 
the fame Ceremonies, followed. 

Then the Purfuivants and Heralds in the like Method. 

The Knights whofe Companions were abfent, fingly, 
and the two eldeft Knights together, after making the 
like Obeifances to the Altar, and then to the Sovereign 
in his Stall, proceeded out of the Choir, the Juniors 
going firft. 

Then the Officers of the Order. 

The Sword of State born by the Duke of St. Aldans. 
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The Sovereign making his Reverence to the Altar, 
defcended from his Royal Stall, and at the Bottom of 
the Steps repeated his Reverence, and proceeded out 
of the Choir, his Train being carry’d as at his Entry, 

The Proceffion was to the Chapter-Houfe, where his 
Majefty was difrobed. 

Her Majefty, with his Royal Highnefs the Duke, 
her Royal Highnefs the Princefs Royal, and their Royal 
Highneffes the Princeffes Caroline, Mary, and Louifx, were 
prefent, her Majefty under a Canopy ereéted over aScar 
placed upon the South-Side of the Steps of the Altar.
